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LAWS OF ALABAMA 


1853- '54 

[No. 1.] *AN ACT 

For the further security and protection of the State 
in Railroad loans. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Flouse 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That if any Railroad Com¬ 
pany to whom any sum has or may be loaned, or 
proposed to be loaned by any act of the General 
Assembly of this State, whether the same be received 
in gold or silver, the notes of the State Bank and 
branches, the notes of any other Bank or fund, se¬ 
curities or credits, shall fail or refuse promptly and 
and in good faith, to make payment at the time and 
in the manner stipulated, the charter of such Com¬ 
pany shall be forfeited, upon such default of pay¬ 
ment, and the General Assembly may declare it 
forfeited, and any forfeiture so declared shall be 
complete and effectual for all purposes, without any 
judicial proceeding for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That upon the ap¬ 
plication of any Company for any loan so made or 
proposed to be made, or for the extension of any 
loan heretofore or hereafter made, and received, said 
Company shall, before receiving any sum, whether 
in gold or silver, the notes of the Bank, of the 
State of Alabama, or any of its branches, the notes 
of any other Bank, or other funds, securities, or 
credits, or before extending any loan by virtue of 
the provisions of the act under which application 
is made for loan or extension, file with the Gov¬ 
ernor the consent to, and acceptance of the Com¬ 
pany so applying, properly authenticated of the 
terms and conditions of this act. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the filing with 
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the Governor by the President of any such Com¬ 
piling of reso- pany the resolutions of a convention of the stock- 
lutions holders of said Company, duly attested by the Pres¬ 

ident and Secretary of the Board of Directors of 
said Company consenting to and accepting the terms 
and conditions of this act, shall be deemed and held 
a compliance with the preceding section and con¬ 
clusive evidence against said Company, of its con¬ 
sent and acceptance of, and likewise conclusive evi¬ 
dence in favor of said Company for the action of 
the Governor.

[No. 2.] AN ACT 

To provide for the burial expenses of the poor. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
passage of this act, upon the decease of any person 
or persons leaving no relative in the county with 
ability nor estate adequate to defray his, her or 
Burial expen- their necessary burial expenses, such expense shall, 
ses and the same is hereby, declared to be a charge 
upon the county in which such demise shall take 
place. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That in the event 
of a death, as contemplated in the preceding sec¬ 
tion, the Court of County Commissioners, upon the 
presentation of the account properly verified, shall 
payment make an order requiring the payment of the ne¬ 
cessary burial expenses to the party or parties by 
whom the same was incurred. 

Approved, February 14, 1856. 
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[No. 3.] AN ACT 

To prevent ,ore effectually the commission of the 
offences of burglary and theft in this State. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That if, after the passage of 
this act, any person within this State, shall be found 
in the possession of any instrument of instruments, 
designed and intended by him or her to aid in the 
perpetration of burglaries or thefts, such person 
shall be subject to indictment, and on conviction, 
shall be fined not less that one hundred dollars, 
and be imprisoned in the common jail not less than 
three months, or may be imprisoned in the Peni¬ 
tentiary not less than six months nor more than 
two years, at the discretion of th jury trying the 
same. 

Approved, February 5, 1856 
[No. 4.] AN ACT 

To enlarge the Winter Term of the Chancery Court 

of the 29th District of the Northern Division of 

the State of Alabama. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
passage of this act the winter term of said Court 
shall be enlarged to two weeks. 

Approved, December 10, 1855. 

[No.5.] AN ACT 

To amend an act to authorize and regulate the bus¬ 
iness of Banking. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene- 
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ral Assembly convened, That the words "for which 
said Comptroller shall be paid by such person or 
association of persons the sum of one dollar, and 
at that rate for each hundred bills as countersigned 
by him,” be and the same are hereby, added to 
and made a part of the first Section of the above 
recited act to come in after the words "his uniform 
signature." 

Approved, February 12, 1856. 


[No. 6.] AN ACT 

For the protection of Telegraph lines and for 
other purposes. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 

of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene- 

Right of way ral Assembly convened, That the right of way is 

hereby granted to any person or persons having 

the right to construct Telegraph lines within the 

State, upon the margin of any public highway. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That if any person 
or persons shall cut, pull down, destroy, or in any 
manner injure, intentionally, any telegraph line, 
or any part or posts thereof, they shall be liable to 
indictment; and upon conviction, fined not less 
penalty than one hundred, nor more than five hundred dol¬ 
lars, and confined in the County Jail for six 
months. 

Approved, Dec. 17, 1855. 


[No. 7.] AN ACT 

To repeal "an act" therein named, and for other 
purposes. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That "an act" entitled 
"an act" to regulate the pay of J urors for the 
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county of Coffee, approved December 17th, 1853, Repealed 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That "an act" 
approved December 12th, 1849, entitled "an act” 
to provide for the paying of Grand and Petit J u- 
rors of the county of Coffee be revived ; and that Revived 
hereafter all the jurors of said county be paid ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of said act. 

Approved, Dec. 17, 1855. 

[No. 8.] AN ACT 

To repeal "an act" therein named. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That Section two of "an 
act” entitled "an act” to amend Section 397 of 
the Code, approved February 18, 1854, be, and the 
same is hereby repealed, so far as it applies to the Repealed 
county of Cherokee. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the provi¬ 
sions of this act shall extend to the county of Ma¬ 
rengo. 

Approved, Dec. 17, 1855. 

[No. 9.] AN ACT 

To amend Section 3860, of the Code. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, that after the passage of 
this act, the word "Jailor” shall be substituted 
for the word "J ustice,” in Section 3860, of the 
Code. 


Approved, Dec. 19, 1855. 
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[No. 10.] AN ACT 

To repeal Section 930 of the Code. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That Section 930, of the 
Repealed Code, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 
Approved, Dec. 17, 1855. 


[No. 11.] AN ACT 

To amend Section 1872, of the Code. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That Section one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-two, of the Code, be so 
amended, that the Court of Probate shall have 
Sell lands on power to order a sale of the lands on a credit not 
credit exceeding three years. 

Approved, Dec. 19, 1855. 


[No. 12.] AN ACT 

To Compensate Tales J urors in certain cases. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gen¬ 
eral Assembly convened, That Tales J urors sum¬ 
moned to try capital offences, under section 3578 of 
the Code, for their attendance be allowed the same 
Payment of compensation, as jurors composing the regular pan¬ 
jurors nel, Provided, That said jurors shall receive no 

pay for mileage or ferriages, unless they shall have 
actually travelled from their residence, or usual 
place of business to the seat of justice in obedience 
to a summons of the Circuit Court. 

Approved, December 21, 1855. 
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[No. 13.] AN ACT 

Amendatory of an act, approved 4th February, 

1852, entitled an act to authorize the sale of the 
stock held by the State in the Bank of Mobile. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the commissioner and 
trustee of the State be authorized and instructed to 
settle with the Bank of Mobile for the payment of Settlem'nt with 

six thousand shares of stock in the said Bank under Bank of Mobile 

the provision of an act passed the fourth day of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1852, for that purpose, by receiving from 
said Bank of Mobile, bonds of the State bearing an 
interest of 5 per cent, amounting to the sum of 
$350,000 in lieu of an equal amount of bonds 
issued to the said Bank of Mobile in payment of 
the said stock : Provided, that the said Bank shall 
pay all expenses and the exchange necessary to ena¬ 
ble the State to pay the bonds issued to said Bank, 
according to the provisions of the third section of 
an act passed and approved the 18th day of Decem¬ 
ber, 1835, which is hereby declared to be in full 
force and effect. 

Approved, December 21, 1855. 


[No. 14.] AN ACT 

To amend section 5 of a certain act therein men¬ 
tioned. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the "act of Incorpo¬ 
ration of the Alabama Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South" passed Jan¬ 
uary 12th, 1852, be, and the same is hereby so 
amended, that the word "extrinsic" shall be sub¬ 
stituted for the word "intrinsic" in the 5th section 
of the said act. 

Approved, December 21, 1855.

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[No. 15.] AN ACT 

Authorizing the garnishment of private corporations 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the provisions of 
Attachments chapter one entitled "Attachments at Law,' part 
at Law three of title two of the Code of Alabama, be, and 

the same are made applicable to all private corpo¬ 
rations ; and that all affidavits or answers necessary 
or required to be made under said provisions, may 
be made by the President, Cashier, Secretary, or any 
other duly authorized agent of such corporation ; 
and that such corporation may do and be dealt with 
under said provisions in all respects, the same as if 
they were natural persons. 

SEC 2. Be it further enacted, That the provisions 
of this act shall in all respects apply to garnish¬ 
ments on existing judgments as provided for by 
chapter twenty, part third, title one, of the Code 
Proviso of Alabama : Provided, That no person shall be 
permitted to answer in behalf of any such corpora¬ 
tion, any garnishment process, unless the person 
shall make affidavit that he is the duly authorized 
agent to make such answer of the corporation gar¬ 
nisheed. 

Approved, January 9, 1856. 


[No. 16.] *AN ACT 

To renew the loan to the Mobile & Ohio Railroad 
Company. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the Governor is hereby 
authorized and directed to renew the loan made to 
the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, as author¬ 
ized by act of the General Assembly, approved on 
the 17th day of February, 1854, for two years from 
the maturity of the bonds, and other securities now 
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held by the State at the same rate now paid by said 
Company. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That for the re¬ 
newal of said loan, the Governor of the State is 
hereby authorized to receive the first mortgage 
bonds of said Company, or such personal securities 
or both as heretofore required as satisfactory to him 
for the payment of the principal and interest of 
said loan ; Provided, That the debt shall not be Proviso 

extended, unless the Governor is satisfied that the 
debt is made perfectly, safe to the State. 

And provided, further, That the Governor be 
directed to require not only the first mortgage 
bonds to at least the amount of the loan, but also, 
such personal security as he shall deem satisfactory; 
said personal security not to be less than fifty per 
cent of the amount of the loan. 

*This bill was vetoed by the Governor, and then passed by the con¬ 
stitutional majority, January 12, 1856. 


[No. 17.] AN ACT 

To amend "an act” entitled "an act grant¬ 
ing the right of way to the Nashville and Chat¬ 
tanooga Railroad Company through J ackson 
county, and the privilege of constructing a bridge 
across Tennessee river in said county." Passed Premable 

21st January, 1850. 

WHEREAS, a considerable portion of the bridge 

authorized by the act aforesaid, has recently been 
destroyed by fire, and whereas, the said Railroad 
company, in erecting their bridge, constructed a 
draw bridge which remains in the portion not 
consumed by the recent burning, Therefore, 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the aforesaid act be so 
amended, that the said Nashville and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company shall not be required to build 
any part of their bridge, thirty feet or at any other 
particular elevation above extreme high water 
mark ; Provided, they keep and maintain a good 
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draw or revolving bridge opening to a width suffi¬ 
cient to allow the free passage of steamboats and 
other water-crafts ; and so as, when open, to leave 
a clear space between the piers, at the draw, of at 
least sixty feet. 

Approved, January 17, 1856. 


[No. 18.] *AN ACT 

To make a loan to the Alabama and Tennessee 
Rivers Railroad Company. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the sum of two hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, out of any monies in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, be, and the 
Money loaned same is hereby loaned to the Alabama and Tennes¬ 

see River Railroad Company, payable to the State 
on the first of February, 1860, bearing six per 
cent, interest, payable semi-annually in the city of 
New York or elsewhere, as the Governor may 
direct. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That as security for 
said loan, said Railroad Company shall hypothecate 
with the Comptroller of Public Accounts not less 
than two hundred thousand dollars of its first 
mortgage seven per cent, bonds, and shall also give 
Security. personal security to be approved by the Governor, 

for a sum not less than one hundred thousand dol- 
Proviso. lars of said loan ; Provided, Nothing herein con¬ 

tained shall be so construed as to prevent said 
Company from paying the whole or any part of 
said loans at any time before the first of February, 

1860. 

*This bill was vetoed by the Governor, and then passed by the con¬ 
stitutional majority, Jan. 21, 1856. 
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[No. 19.] AN ACT 

To authorize the Secretary of State to subscribe 
for ninety-eight copies of the new Map of Ala¬ 
bama, about to be published by D.H. Cram. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the Secretary of State 
be directed to subscribe for ninety-eight copies of 
the new Map of Alabama, about to be published by 
D.H. Cram at the sum of ten dollars each. 

SEC.2. Be it further enacted, That when the 
said Maps are completed and delivered to the Secre¬ 
tary of State, he shall issue his certificate thereof 
to the Comptroller of Public Accounts, who shall 
thereupon issue his warrant upon the Treasury for 
the price ; Provided, That the said Maps be com¬ 
pleted and delivered by the first day of J une, 

A.D. 1856, and approved by the Governor. 

SEC . 3. Be it further enacted, That when the 
said Maps are received by the Secretary of State, 
he shall forward one to each of the States and Ter¬ 
ritories of the United State, one to the District of 
Columbia, and one to the Probate J udge of each 
county of this State, for the use of the office, and 
one chall be placed by him in each of the offices of 
the State Capitol, one in the Supreme Court Room 
and one in the office of the Superintendent of Pub¬ 
lic Schools. 

Approved, J an. 21, 1856. 


[No. 20.] *AN ACT 

To make a loan to the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad Company. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the sum of three hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars out of any monies in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, be, and the 
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Appropriations same is hereby loaned to the Memphis & Charleston 
Railroad Company, payable to the State on the first 
of February, 1860, bearing six per cent, interest, 
payable semi-annually in the city of New York, or 
elsewhere as the Governor may direct. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That as security 
for said loan said Railroad Company shall hypothe¬ 
cate with the Comptroller of Public Accounts not 
less than five hundred thousand dollars of its first 
mortgage seven per cent, bonds, and shall also give 
Security personal security to be approved by the Governor, 
for not less than two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars of said loan. 

Proviso Provided, Nothing herein contained shall be so 

construed as to prevent said company from paying 
the whole or any part of said loan at any time 
before the first of February, 1860, and provided, 
that at the expiration of said loan, said Company 
shall not apply for any further extension ; Provi¬ 
ded, also, that the amount of security hereby re¬ 
quired of said Company, shall be reduced to three 
hundred thousand dollars of the bonds of said 
Company, and to $150,000 of personal security, if 
in the judgements of the Governor, the payment of 
said loan will thereby be made secure.

[No. 21.] AN ACT 

To amend certain acts therein named. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That an act for the preser- 
Preservation vation of game in the acts of 1853-'4. (No. 62.), 
of game approved February 15th, 1854, and also an act for 
the preservation of game in the counties of Mobile, 

Baldwin and Washington in the acts of 1853-'4, 

(No. 319.) and approved February 18th, 1854, be 
and they are hereby so amended that the penalties 
and fines of said acts shall, in the counties of 
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Baldwin and Washington only, be imposed for the 
persons selling or exposing for sale the game 
mentioned in said acts, within the time therein 
mentioned, and all acts and parts of acts contrave¬ 
ning are hereby repealed. 

Approved, J an. 25, 1856. 


[No. 22.] AN ACT 

To authorize overseers of the Hamburg and Union 
town Public Roads in the county of Perry, to 
use timber for said Road under certain circum¬ 
stances. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
passage of this act, that the overseers of the Pub¬ 
lic Roads leading from Hamburg to Uniontown, in 
the county of Perry, be, and they are hereby au¬ 
thorized upon obtaining the consent of the own¬ 
ers, to cut and use such timber as may be neces¬ 
sary to keep in good travelling order the above 
mentioned road. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That all such tim¬ 
ber as may be used upon the said road, shall be paid 
for out of the county Treasury, upon the same 
terms and conditions that timber is now paid for 
upon other public roads in said county. 

Approved, Feb. 1, 1856. 


[No. 23.] AN ACT 

To allow Executors and Administrators discre¬ 
tionary power in certain cases. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
passage of this act, Executors and Administrators, 
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shall have the right and power to compromise and 
settle all bad and doubtful debts and claims, owing 
or belonging to the Estate of which said Executor 
Proviso or Administrator is the representative ; Provided, 

That such Executor or Administrator, shall before 
he compromised or settles such debt or claim, make 
application to the Probate Court of the county 
which granted his letters of Administration, for 
an order to make such compromise or settlement, 
and said Probate Court on satisfactory proof, that 
it will be to the interest of the estate so to compro¬ 
mise or settle, shall grant an order to that effect to 
said Executor or Administrator. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That in all appli¬ 
cations under the 1st Section of this act, the same 
Notice given notice shall be given and in the same manner and 
to the same extent as is now, or may hereafter be 
required in the final settlements of Estates by Exec¬ 
utors and Administrators. 

Approved, Feb. 1, 1856. 


[No. 24.] AN ACT 

To change Section 985 of the Code. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the last line in Section 
985 of the Code be so amended, as to read not less 
than one nor more that two months. 

Approved, Feb. 1, 1856. 


[NO. 25.] AN ACT 

To repeal an act therein named. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That an act approved Feb¬ 
ruary 10th, 1854, entitled "an act to change the 
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manner of apportioning the road lands in the 
county of St. Clair," be and the same is hereby 
repealed. Repealed 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That from and 
after the passage of this act, the judge of Probate 
and Sheriff of St. Clair county, for services re- 
uired of them in Article 1. Part 1. Title 13, Chap¬ 
ter 14, Code of Alabama, shall each receive annu¬ 
ally fifty dollars, instead of ninety dollars as au¬ 
thorized by Section 1186, Code of Alabama. 


[No. 26.] AN ACT 

To amend the criminal law. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That any one who shall 
sell or give or lend, to any male minor, a bowie 
knife, or knife or instrument of the like kind or 
description, by whatever name called, or air gun 
or pistol, shall, on conviction be fined not less than 
three hundred, nor more that one thousand dol¬ 
lars. 

Approved, Feb. 2, 1856. 


[No. 27.] AN ACT 

To declare Luxapalila Creek in Fayette county a 
public highway. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
passage of this act, Luxapalila Creek in Fayette 
county, from the State line up to Wood's Mill on 
said stream, be, and the same is hereby, declared a 
public highway. 

Approved, February 15, 1856. 
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[No. 28.] AN ACT 

The more effectually to secure the subordination among 
slaves, by requiring the owner, or overseer, to re¬ 
side with them. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 1st 
day of March, 1856, not more than six hands shall 
be suffered to reside on any plantation in the State 
of Alabama unless the owner, or overseer, or white 
agent, remains on the same place with them, or 
within the distance of one mile. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That any person 
violating the first section of this act, for three 
months consecutively, shall be liable to indictment 
Penalty and upon conviction shall be fined one hundred dol¬ 
lars, one-half of which shall go to the informer, 
and the other into the county treasury. 

Approved, February 5, 1856. 


[No. 29.] AN ACT 

To authorize J ustices of the Peace to have certain 
attachments executed. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
Process of passage of this act, J ustices of the Peace are here- 
attachmentby empowered, to have executed, any and all pro¬ 
cess of attachment which they are now authorized 
by law to issue, by the constable of the beat in 
which said process may issue, Provided, the amount 
shall not exceed the amount of the constable's 
bond. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, The return of ser¬ 
vice of the said process, shall be made by the afore¬ 
said persons or either of them to the court to which 
Liability said process is properly returnable. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That all the liabi- 
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ities of the person or officers aforesaid shall be the 
same as now provided by law, for the failing to 
discharge like duties ; Provided, the plaintiff, his 
agent or attorney will on oath depose and swear 
that there is danger of loosing the debt without 
the benefit of this act. 

Approved, February 5, 1856. 


[No. 30.] AN ACT 

To prevent the burning of forests worked for Tur¬ 
pentine. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That if any white person or 
free person of color shall, after the passage of this 
act, wilfully and maliciously kindle fire in any Firing Woods 

woods in this State, or cause the same to be done,

SEC. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any 
white person, or free person of color, in this State, 
shall, after the passage of this act, from careless¬ 
ness and culpable inattention drop, or place out any 
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fire, in the midst of, or about any pine forest being 
worked for turpentine when such turpentine forest 
shall be burned or damaged, such person or per¬ 
sons shall be guilty of misdemeanor, and upon in¬ 
dictment and conviction thereof in manner and 
form as stated in the first section of this act, such 
To be fined person or persons shall be fined not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars, at the discre¬ 
tion of the jury trying the same.

To prevent the destruction of Fish. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and Fiouse 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That from and after the 
passage of this act, it shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons to take or attempt to take or 
Poisoning fish catch fish by the use of any poisonous substance 
put in any creek, stream, or collection of water, or 
take or catch fish by poisoning the stream or body 
of water in which they may be found. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That any person 

or persons violating the provisions of this act or 

being concerned therein shall be guilty of a misde- 

Penalty meanor and on conviction shall be fined not less than 

ten nor more than fifty dollars.

[No. 32.] AN ACT 

To amend the act approved February 15, 1854, and 
to extend the jurisdiction of the Probate Courts 
of the several counties in this State. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and Fiouse 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That section 2677 of the 
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Code of Alabama, and the act approved February 
15, 1854, be so amended as to give the J udges of 
the Probate Court, in the several counties in this 
State, full jurisdiction and authority to decree 
and order a sale of all property, whether the same 
be real, personal, or mixed, held by joint owners 
or tenants in common when the same cannot be 
equitably partitioned and divided between such joint 
owners and tenants in common-and this act shall 
extend to and include all such cases, when the prop¬ 
erty to be partitioned is held and owned by parties 
of adult age, or, when some are of full age and 
others are minors or persons of unsound mind, or 
when they are all infants or persons of unsound 
mind. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That upon the pe¬ 
tition or application in writing of any of the par¬ 
ties in the first section of this act mentioned, his or 
their guardian or other lawful representatives, set¬ 
ting forth that such property cannot be equitably 
partitioned or divided without a sale of the same, 
the J udge of Probate shall, upon the filing of such 
petition, appoint a day for the hearing of the same, 
not less than thirty days from its filing. All par¬ 
ties shall have a least ten days' notice of the time 
and place set for the hearing of such application; 
and in cases where infants of persons or unsound 
mind are parties, guardians ad litem must be ap¬ 
pointed by the said court. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That upon the hear¬ 
ing of such application, if the Judge of Probate 
shall be satisfied from the proof, that the property 
thus held and owned in common cannot be equit¬ 
ably partitioned and divided among all the parties 
in interest, he shall decree the same to be sold, and 
make and issue all such orders as may be necessary 
to effect the sale thereof,— to appoint suitable com¬ 
missioners, not more than five, any three of whom 
may act— and the same shall be conducted in all 
respects as is done when property, in the hands of 
an executor or administrator, is to be distributed. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That if any of the 
parties in interest are non-residents, whether they 
be adults, minors or persons of unsound mind, they

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shall be made parties in the same manner and to 
the same extent as is done when property, in the 
hands of an executor or administrator, is to be di¬ 
vided or distributed ; and all laws now in force, or 
that may hereafter be enacted, making non-resi¬ 
dents parties in the division and distribution of 
property, in the hands of executors and adminis¬ 
trators, shall apply to all applications under and 
by virtue of this act.

broker or agent in any county in this State ; Pro¬ 
vided, That the owner or owners, or any one of 
them, or the auctioneer, broker, agent will make 
affidavit in writing to whom such slave belongs, 
and that such owner or owners of such slave are, 
residents of this State, and have owned such slave 
for more than one year immediately preceding such 
sale, offer, or exposure for sale within this State; 
and shall file such affidavit with the J udge of 
Probate in every county where such slave is sold, 
offered, or exposed for sale. 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That this act 
shall be so construed as to apply only to such slaves 
as may be sold by any trader, broker, auctioneer, 
or agent on commission for citizens of the State and 
which slaves have been owned in the State for more 
than one year preceding the sale, and shall in no case 
apply to any slave owned by any trader, broker, 
auctioneer, or other person selling slaves on specu¬ 
lation, or as a business ; and the affidavit required 
in the preceding section shall set forth these facts.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the rights, remedies, 
and privileges granted by the Code to parties liti- 
Failure to gant in the Courts of Alabama, to compel witnesses 
answer to answer interrogatories ; and for failure to an¬ 
swer, be, and the same are hereby extended to 
parties litigant in the Courts of other States by 
proceedings in the Circuit Court of the county in 
which the witness or witnesses may reside. 

Proviso Provided, That no witness shall be required to 

give evidence under commission issued from the 
Court of another State, unless the party desiring 
the testimony, his agent, or attorney shall first 
deposit with the Commissioner or Commissioners 
(for such witness) the mileage and per diem which 
is now or may be allowed by law to witness at¬ 
tending to give evidence under commission from 
the Courts of Alabama, which deposit may be 
evidenced by the certificate of one or more of the 
Commissioners. 

Provided, further, That this act shall only apply 
in favor of the citizens of those States in which 
similar provisions are extended to citizens of Ala¬ 
bama. 

Provided, always, That the certificate of the 
person issuing the commission, that the State in 
which such suit may be pending, has a statute to 
compel witnesses to testify in foreign suits, shall 
be taken and considered prima facia evidence of 
that fact.

For the protection of public I nn Keepers. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene-

every landlord or keeper of a public inn or hotel in 
this State, shall be required to provide himself with 
an iron chest or other safe depository for valuable 
articles belonging to his guests or customers; and 
each landlord or hotel keeper shall keep posted up 
on his doors and other public places in this house 
of entertainment, written or printed notices to his 
guests and customers ; that they must leave their 
valuables with the landlord, his agent or clerk, for 
safe keeping, that he may make safe deposit of the 
same in the place provided for that purpose. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That such land¬ 
lord, hotel or inn keeper, as shall comply with the 
requirements of the first section of this act, shall 
not be liable for any money, jewelry, watches, 
plate, or other things made of gold or silver, or of 
rare and precious stones, or for other valuable arti¬ 
cles of such description as may be contained in small 
compass, which shall be abstracted or lost from any 
such public inn or hotel, if the same shall not be 
left with the landlord, his clerk or agent for deposit, 
unless such loss shall occur through the fraud of 
the landlord, or some clerk or servant employed by 
him in such inn or hotel. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That any landlord 
or hotel keeper, who shall refuse or neglect to com¬ 
ply with the requirements of the first section, of this 
act, shall not be entitled to the exemptions and 
benefits contained in the second section, but shall 
in all respects, be liable as provided by present 
laws. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That all acts and 
parts of acts conflicting with the provisions of this 
act, be, and the same are hereby repealed ; Provi¬ 
ded, That the provisions of this act shall apply only 
to hotels or inns situated in cities.

To render more efficient the system of Free Public 
Schools in the State of Alabama. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That to carry into effect the 
provisions of our State Constitution, which wisely 
declares that "Schools and the means of education 
shall forever be encouraged in this State,” to 
realise the objects of the General Government, in 
making grants and appropriations for the establish¬ 
ment of school in each township, and to extend 
upon equal terms to all the children of our State, 
the inestimable blessings of liberal instructions, 
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the following system of Free Public Schools is, 
hereby established in this State, and shall have the 
full force and effect of law after the passage of this 
act. 


ARTICLE I. 

Provision of SEC. 1. To create a fund, to be known as the 

a fund "Educational Fund," for the maintenance of the 

system, the following sums of money are hereby 
set apart and appropriated: 

1st. The annual interest at eight per cent, on 
that part of the surplus revenue of the United 
States, deposited with this State, under the act of 
Congress, of the 23d of June, 1836. 

2d. The annual interest at eight per cent, on 
the proceeds of the sales of certain lands granted 
by the United States for the use of schools in the 
valueless 16th Sections in this State, under the act 
of Congress of the 11th of August, 1848. 

3d. The annual interest at eight per cent, on the 
fund which has accrued or may hereafter accrue 
from the sales of the 16th Sections of the several 
townships of this State. 

4th. The annual appropriations from any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, of such 
a sum not to exceed one hundred thousand dollars,, 
as shall, "together with the other funds set apart 
by this act," enable the Superintendent to allow 
and pay to each township of the State, a sum to be 
ascertained by multiplying one dollar and fifty 
cents, by the number of children in such township 
within the educational age, and deducting from the 
result, the sum annually received by such town¬ 
ship from the sale or lease of its 16th Section. 

5th. All sums of money which may hereafter 
accrue from escheats to this State. 

6th. Every Bank and every Insurance or Ex¬ 
change Company, now or hereafter chartered in 
this State shall pay an annual tax of one hundred 
dollars or in that proportion on every hundred 
thousand dollars of its capital. 

7th. Every Railroad Company in this State, 
shall pay an annual tax of one hundred dollar 
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after the same shall have declared dividends, or in 
that proportion on every $100,000 of its capital 
stock. . 

8th. Every agency of any foreign Bank or Ex¬ 
change Company, shall pay annually a tax of one 
hundred dollars, and every agency of any Insur¬ 
ance Company shall pay annually a tax of one per 
cent, on the profits made by such agency. 

9th. On all foreign Bank Bills used in this State 
by any corporation, partnership or person, one half 
per cent, on every hundred dollars profit made by 
the use of said Bills. 

10th. All sums received by the State under the 
1st subdivision of Section 397 of the Code. 

11th. All sums received now, or to be hereafter 
received from taxes on mining capital. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the said sums 
of money shall be drawn and paid from the State 
Treasury, except in the cases where it is otherwise 
ordered by this act, and disbursed in the manner 
hereinafter directed. 

ARTICLE II . 

SEC. 1. For the uniform and efficient adminis- For the administration of 
tration of the system, the following officers shall this system 

be appointed, with the powers and duties and accord¬ 
ing to the manner herein provided. 

1st. A Superintendent of Education throughout 
the State. 

2d. A county Superintendent of Free Public 
Schools in each county. 

3d. Three Trustees of Free Public Schools in 
each township. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Superin¬ 
tendent of Education shall be elected by the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly ; shall hold his office for two years,, 
and shall receive an annual salary of two thousand 
dollars, to be paid to him as herein provided, as 
other salaries are paid to the officers of this State. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the duty of Duties of Superintendent 

said Superintendent shall be, to exercise a general 
supervision over all the educational interests of this 
State, to disseminate information among the people, 
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by the delivery of lectures and addresses and the 
circulation of instructive documents, essays, and 
other publications, as to the importance of Free 
Public Schools, and the best method for their man¬ 
agement, to prescribe instructions to the county 
Superintendent, the Trustees of townships and the 
teachers of the schools for the systematic perfor¬ 
mance of their duties, and the proper management 
of the schools, as well as the course of studies to 
be pursued, the books to be used, the divisions into 
classes, and the methods of Government which he 
may deem essential ; to prepare and preserve in 
well bound official books, complete and particular 
exhibits of the condition of the Free Public School 
Fund of each township in every county, specifically 
discriminating as to the portion derived from its 
sixteenth Section fund, and from other sources, 
designating the amounts of moneys apportioned to 
said townships and counties, the number of schools, 
teachers and pupils, the amount of expenditures in 
each township and from what resources made ; to 
hold his office in the State Capitol, in a room which 
shall be assigned for that purpose by the Governor, 
and to keep it open during the usual office hours, 
for the inspection of his books, by all visitors, when 
he is not elsewhere officially engaged ; to see the 
faithful disbursement and application of all moneys 
set apart and appropriated by this act; taking as 
a basis of such disbursements the returns made to 
him next preceeding such disbursement, of the 
number of children in the various townships, and 
the rates of distribution prescribed in the 4th sub¬ 
division of Section 1. Article 1. of this act, and to 
perform all other duties connected with his office, 
which are herein prescribed or may hereafter be 
provided by law. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That as soon after 
the passage of this act, as possible, he must send 
out to the various county Superintendents a decla¬ 
ration of the amount per child, which he will pay 
them at the end of the scholastic year, and by the 
first of December, 1856, and annually thereafter, 
he must send out a similar statement for the fol¬ 
lowing scholastic year. By the first of December, 
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1856, or soon thereafter as possible, and annually 
thereafter, he must send to each county Superin¬ 
tendent in the State, a statement of the amount 
due to each township of their county for the scholastic 
year then closed. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That he shall on 
the first day of March, 1857, and annually there¬ 
after, report to the Governor, and said report must 
contain: 

1st. A brief history of labors 

2d. An abstract of the reports received by him 
from the county Superintendents, exhibiting the 
condition of the public school. 

3d. Estimates and accounts of expenditures of 
school moneys. 

4th. Plans for the improvement of the school 
fund and the better organization of the public 
schools. 

5th. All other such matters relating to his office 
and the public schools as he shall deem expedient 
to communicate. 

6th. When the report is laid before him, the 
Governor shall order the Secretary of the State, to 
have printed, in the same manner and upon the 
same conditions that other printing is done during 
the recess of the Legislature, a sufficient number 
of copies to supply at least, the county Superinten¬ 
dents and trustees of this State, and for the usual 
exchange with the other States, and it shall be the 
duty of the Superintendent to distribute the same 
as indicated in this Section. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the said 
Superintendent shall, before entering on the duties 
of his office, take and subscribe an oath, to be filled 
in the office of the Secretary of State, that he will 
faithfully discharge its duties, and also give bond, 
with security approved by the Governor, in the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars, for the faithful 
performance of the same. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That if at any 
time, by failure of the General Assembly to make 
an election, or by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the office of Superintendent of education shall be 
vacant: the Governor shall appoint some person 
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to discharge its duties, who shall be entitled to all 
the powers, and be bound by the same provisions 
in this act contained. 

Election to be SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That there shall 

held. be elected in each county, by the qualified electors, 

on the first Monday in May, 1856, and every two 

years thereafter, a single school officer, to be called 

the county Superintendent of Education, whose 

compensation shall be fixed by the commissioners 

Court, and the payment thereof be provided for by 

it out of the county Treasury. I f the person so 

elected fail to accept, or any vacancy should occur 

in said office, the J udge of Probate shall appoint 

some one to hold the office until the next regular 

election, provided said election shall be governed 

by the law governing elections for members of the 

General Assembly. The returns shall be made to 

the J udge of Probate, and the candidate receiving 

the highest number of votes shall be, by him, 

declared elected. 

SEC.9. Be it further enacted, That it shall be 
the duty of the county of Superintendent, before en- 
Oath to be tering upon the discharge of the duties of his 
taken. office, to take an oath for the faithful performance 

of his duties, and to give bond for the same, paya¬ 
ble to the Probate J udge and his successors in office, 
for such an amount and such security as may be 
approved by the Court of county Commissioners. 

It shall also be his duty: 

1st. To have a general Superintendence of all 
Free Public Schools established in his county. 

2d. To visit each one of them at least once a 
year. 

3d. To note the course and method of instruc¬ 
tion and the branches taught in each, and to give 
such instruction in the art of teaching and the 
management of schools as shall by him be deemed 
expedient. 

4th. To carefully guard that no sectarian reli¬ 
gious views be taught in any free public school 
under his charge. 

5th. To make the proper distribution among the 
trustees in the manner hereinafter prescribed, of 
all funds which may be subject to his control for 
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school purposes, paying over promptly whenever 
called upon by the trustees ; Provided, they have 
discharged the duties and at the time appointed 
as prescribed in Article 2d, Section 13, of this act, 
and not otherwise, all the monies under is control 
and due to them for school purposes. 

6th. To report to the Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion, during the month of October in each year, 
the number of children in each township of his 
county within the educational age, the condition of 
the 16th Section of each township, and if the same 
has been sold or leased, how the proceeds have been 
invested and what is the annual income therefrom. 

7th. To report to the Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion, by the first day of February in each year, an 
account of the school operations in his county, 
stating the number of free public and private 
schools, academies, and colleges, established in his 
county, with the number of children taught in the 
free and the private institutions of learning, and 
the number of children within the educational age 
who do not attend any school; also suggesting such 
improvement in the school system as he may deem 
useful, and giving such other information as may 
be thought of public interest, or may be required 
of him by the Superintendent of Education. 

8th. To examine all persons who propose to teach 
in the public schools in his county, and who have 
not been previously licensed to teach in that county, 
and to give to each person found qualified a temporary 
or perpetual license, setting forth the branches he 
or she is capable of teaching. And he is hereby 
invested with the power of annulling any license 
granted by him or is predecessors, giving at least 
ten days notice thereof to the teacher holding the 
same and to the trustees employing him or her. 

9th. To organize and hold annually, at such 
time and place as may be deemed most convenient, 
county conventions of Teachers, and to provide 
beforehand, so far as he may be able, for the deli¬ 
very of lectures during such conventions, upon 
topics connected with schools and education. 

10th. To seek out indigent and meritorious young 
men as are entitled to be beneficiaries of the Uni- 
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versity of Alabama, and to encourage them to be¬ 
come students thereof, and he shall grant to such 
a certificate, which shall be in lieu of that now 
required by law, to be given by the Circuit J udges. 

Funds to be 11th. To receive and take charge of any money, 

taken charge funds, property or proceeds of any character which 
of may he raised in his county, by county taxa¬ 

tion, or may accrue to him or to the county, from 
gifts, grants, bequest, devise, endowment, or other¬ 
wise, to be used in aid of, or in connection with the 
funds set apart and appropriated by this act; and 
he shall strictly use and dispose of the same, in 
accordance with its objects and the provisions of 
this act. 

12th. To keep in a bound book a statement of 
the amounts received by him, and placed to his 
credit, for educational purposes, and of the dis¬ 
bursements of the same, and he shall therein copy 
his annual returns as prescribed in this Section, and 
the annual statements of distribution made by the 
Superintendent of Education to his county . 

Election to be SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, That there shall 

held be elected in each township on the second Monday 
in May, 1856, and every two years thereafter, by 
the qualified voters, three trustees of the free pub¬ 
lic schools of such township. Said election shall 
be held under the direction of the J udge of Probate 
after ten days notice by him given, at such 
places in each township as he may select, by in¬ 
spectors by him appointed, who shall report the 
result to the said J udge ; who, thereupon, shall 
announce the names of the persons elected, and 
report the same to the State Superintendent of 
Education, and also the Superintendent of said 
county. If either, or all the persons so chosen, 
should fail to accept, or any vacancy should occur 
in said offices, the county Superintendent shall 
supply the vacancy by an appointment to hold until 
the next regular election. Any two of said trus¬ 
tees shall form a quorum to do business, and if 
there be but one in office he shall have full power 
to act. 

Power of SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, That the said 
trustees trustees shall have the immediate supervision of the 
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free public schools in their township, and shall 
have power to establish one or more schools in such 
township as the public necessity requires. They 
may employ such teacher, or teachers, as the 
amount of the fund coming to their township will 
justify, and the wants and number of the pupils 
may demand ; which teacher or teachers shall in 
every case be first examined and licensed. The 
said trustees shall faithfully disburse, in the pay¬ 
ment of the teacher or teachers, or for the legiti¬ 
mate purposes of the school, all moneys which they 
may receive. 

SEC. 13. Be it further enacted, That during the 
month of September, of each year, the said trustees 
must present to te county Superintendent, a report 
which must state the number of children in their 
township within the educational age, if their 16th 
Section has been leased or sold, and the proceeds of 
such sale are still in the hands of the trustees— 
they must in their report state the annual income 
to the township from such lease or sale, by the 15th 
day of January of each year; the trustees of each 
township must report to the county Superintendent 
an account of the school operations in their town¬ 
ship during the preceding year, stating the number 
of schools established, and the names of the teach¬ 
ers employed by them ; the number of private 
schools, academies and colleges in their township, 
and the number of students of the same, the num¬ 
ber of children attending the free public schools, 
and the number of children within the educational 
age in their township who do not attend any school, 
the length of time each free public school was 
taught, and the average daily attendance upon each, 
and the total expenditures for school purposes. 

Both te reports mentioned in this section must be 
sworn to as correct according to the knowledge and 
belief of the trustees presenting the same. 

SEC. 14. Be it further enacted, That the said 
trustees shall have power for any cause sufficient in 
their J udgment to remove any teacher by pay¬ 
ment of his salary to the time of removal. They 
may also prescribe all rules for the conduct of 
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their schools, not inconsistent with the instructions 
of the Superintendent. 

ARTICLE III. 

Investment of SECTION 1. Be it further enacted, That the con- 

the fund in the trol and management of the funds arising, or which 
superintendent have arisen or may hereafter arise from the sale or 
other disposition of the lands granted by the Uni¬ 
ted States to this State for the use of schools, is 
hereby vested in the Superintendent of Education 
for the purposes of this act; and the Comptroller 
is directed to transfer to him all books, documents, 
vouchers, bonds, notes, or other instruments apper¬ 
taining thereto ; and they shall hereafter be kept 
and managed in the office of said Superintendent, 
or under his control, in the same manner now provid¬ 
ed by law, so far as the same is not changed by the 
provisions of this act. And the attorney general and 
other officers are required to account with and re¬ 
port to the said Superintendent in the same manner 
and under the same penalties and responsibilities 
that are now provided as to the Comptroller. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the State 
Treasurer shall regularly report to the Superin¬ 
tendent all escheats whose proceeds shall have been 
paid into te Treasury, and shall reverse the said 
proceeds subject to the disposal of the Superintend¬ 
ent as provided by this act. 

SEC.3 . Be it further enacted, That whenever it 
shall be necessary to draw any moneys out of the 
State treasury to carry into effect the provisions of 
this act; the same shall be done upon the Comptrol¬ 
ler, who shall thereupon draw his warrant upon 
the Treasurer for the amount; and the said Super¬ 
intendent and is sureties shall be liable, upon his 
official bond, for the faithful application of the 
same upon his part, according to the requirements 
of this act. 

ARTICLE IV. 

SECTI ONI. Be it further enacted, That the an- 
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nual sum of twenty-nine hundred dollars, to be 
drawn from any money in the Treasury not other¬ 
wise appropriated, is hereby set apart and appro¬ 
priated for the payment of the salary of the Super¬ 
intendent, and to defray the incidental expenses of 
his office, in procuring, distributing and circulating 
documents, essays and other publications, and in 
such clerk hire and the purchase of such books and 
stationary as he may need. And he shall report 
the same, with the vouchers in detail for all his 
expenditures, to the next General Assembly. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the tax col¬ 
lector in each county must deposite with the county 
Superintendent the amount declared by the state¬ 
ment of the Superintendent of Education as direc¬ 
ted in article second, section four of this act, to be 
due such county from the educational fund of the 
State, and take his receipt therefor, which belong 
certified by the J udge of Probate to be genuine, 
and by the proper officer, must be received by the 
Comptroller in payment of so much of the taxes 
due the State by such tax collector. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the interest 
upon all notes given for the purchase of the 16th 
section, except such as deposited in the banks 
for collection, and the rents of such 16th sections 
as are leased, must be paid to the county Superin¬ 
tendent of the county in which such sections lie, to 
be paid out by him according to the provisions of 
this act. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That each of the 
banks of this State in which have been deposited 
the notes given for the purchase of any 16th sec¬ 
tion must, upon the first day of November of each 
year, report to the Superintendent of Education 
the amount of interest collected by it for the prece¬ 
ding year of each township. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That upon the ap¬ 
plication of the trustees, and provided they have 
discharged the duties, and at the time appointed, 
as prescribed in art. 2, sec. 13, of this act and not 
otherwise, the County Superintendent must pay 
over to them all money in his hands to which they 
are entitled, taking therefor duplicate receipts, one 
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of which he must keep on file in his office and trans¬ 
mit the other to the Superintendent of Education. 

The trustees must also take duplicate receipts for 
the amounts paid to teachers. One of which must 
be delivered to the County Superintendent. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the County 
Superintendent must promptly pay over the money 
Liability in is hands according to the provisions of this act, 
and failing to do so, he shall be liable to the pen¬ 
alties set forth in section 382, of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama, against treasurers who fail to pay over school 
funds. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That in case the 

amount declared by the superintendent of education 

to be sue to the various townships of any county 

from the educational fund, exceeds the amount of 

State tax raised in that county the tax collector shall 

deposit all the State tax in the hands of the county 

superintendent of education, who shall draw his 

Warrants to be warrant on the comptroller, who shall draw his 

drawn warrant on the treasurer in favor of such county 

superintendent for the balance due said county from 

the educational fund. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That whenever the

The said trustees shall also fix the periods 

of the year at which the school shall be kept open, 

and the times and extents of its vacation. 
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SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That every child 
between the ages of six (6) and twenty-one (21) Ages of children entitled 

years shall be entitled to admission into any instruc¬ 
tion in any of the free public schools in the town¬ 
ship in which he or she resides, or to any school in 
any adjacent township, by the permission of a ma¬ 
jority of the trustees of the township in which such 
child resides must pay to the teacher who instructs 
him or her the same amount which they would 
have paid if such child had been taught in their 
own township. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the benefits 
of this act are to be extended to every pupil of the 
free public schools established according to the pro¬ 
visions of this act without regard to the studies 
pursued by such pupil. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That the public exam- Certificate to be given 
inations shall be held in the free public schools at least 
once a year, and when the trustees are satisfied that 
any pupil has become throughly educated in all 
the branches of free instruction in such school, they 
shall give him or her an honorable certificate to 
that effect. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That in case any 
township is divided by the State line so that only 
a portion thereof lies within this State, the citizens 
of such fractional township may elect trustees and 
receive their distributive share of the educational 
fund, in the same manner as if all their townships 
were in this State : Provided, If any township is 
divided by a county line, trustees shall be elected 
by the qualified electors residing in the township 
each side of the line, but the management of the 
fund shall be given to the county superintendent 
in which the largest portion of the township lies, 
and if the township is equally divided by the county 
line, then the State superintendent of public schools 
shall determine which of the county superinten¬ 
dents shall manage the fund. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

SEC. 1. Be it further enacted, That the trustees 
Miscellaneous of the free public school in each township, provi¬ 
ded by this act, are to be substituted instead of the 
school trustees directed to be elected in chapter first 
title eight of the Code of Alabama, and they are 
hereby vested with all the powers and placed under 
all the responsibilities of the said "school trustees" 
for the performance of the duties and services spe¬ 
cified in said chapter so far as the same are not in¬ 
consistent with the provisions of this act; Provided, 

That they shall not be required to give the bond in 
said chapter prescribed, except when they shall be 
about to proceed to sell or lease any of the school 
lands, as provided for in that chapter. And it is 
hereby further directed, that the returns which are 
in said chapter required to be made to the comp¬ 
troller, shall be made to the superintendent of ed¬ 
ucation and the duties therein directed to be per¬ 
formed by the comptroller shall be required of the 
said superintendent. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That as the county 
of Mobile now has established a public school sys¬ 
tem of its own, the provisions of this act, shall ap¬ 
ply to that county, only so far as to authorize and 
require its school commissioners to draw the portion 
of the funds to which that county will be entitled 
under this act, and to make the reports to the su¬ 
perintendent herein required. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That each and 
every county in this State, except Mobile, is hereby 
Taxes to be authorized to raise annually by special tax, (in the 
levied same manner as other county taxes shall be levied) 

upon real and personal property within the county 
an amount of money not exceeding ten cents on 
each one hundred dollars of valuation for the sup¬ 
port of the common schools therein, and for provi¬ 
ding suitable houses and purchasing libraries and 
apparatus for such schools. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That all moneys 
raised by county tax as provided in the last section 
for school purposes shall be paid into the county 
treasury as a special deposite, and shall be appor- 
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tioned by the county superintendent, among the 
free public schools in the county, upon the basis 
provided by this act for the apportionment of the 
State school moneys and drawn from the county 
treasury in the same manner. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That nothing in 
this act shall interfere with any law of this State 
authorizing the levying and collecting of special 
school taxes in any county, but said special school 
taxes may be collected as heretofore, and shall be 
paid into the county treasury and received by treas¬ 
urers, and kept as a fund distinct and separate from 
the amount distributed to the counties out of the 
general school fund provided for in this act. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That not more 
than fifty per cent, of the school fund raised by 
county tax, and paid into the county treasury, as 
required by this act, shall be paid for any other 

purposes than the payment of qualified teachers, Library to be bought 

and the residue of the moneys distributed to the 

several townships from the county school fund may 

be appropriated for the purchase of a township 

school library, to build a township school house, or 

such contingent expenses of th school as the 

county superintendent shall determine. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That the school 
moneys distributed to the various counties of this 
State from the State school fund, shall not be issued 
for any other purpose than the payment of quali¬ 
fied teachers under this act, and no portion of said 
fund shall, either directly or indirectly, be paid for 
the erection of school houses, the use of school 
rooms, furniture or any other contingent expenses 
of schools. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That no school 
shall receive the benefit of this act except as here¬ 
inafter provided, unless such school shall be in¬ 
structed by a teacher or teachers duly examined, 
approved and employed by a competent and lawful 
authority, as hereinafter provided. 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, That the taxesTax to be paid by a certain 
levied in the first article of this act, shall be paid time 

to the comptroller on the first day of October in 
each year; and if any bank, railroad, insurance or 
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exchange company, corporation, partnership or 
person shall be in default for a longer period than 
ten days after such tax shall be due, the comptrol¬ 
ler shall cause the attorney general to commence 
suit therefor in the circuit court in Montgomery, 
and the service of a summons upon any officer of 
such bank, corporation, partnership, person, or 
company shall be sufficient, and the certificate of 
the comptroller, showing that such bank, company 
corporation, partnership or person is in default, 
shall authorize the court to render judgment for 
the amount, together with ten per cent charges 
and cost; which said judgment shall operate as a 
lien from the time of its rendition upon all the 
real estate and personal property of each bank, 
company, corporation, partnership, or person. 

SEC. 10. And be it further enacted, That this act 
shall not be so construed as to authorize the funds 
now belonging to any of the townships of this 
State, to be appropriated to the use of benefit of 
any other Townships. 

SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, That where a 
township line runs through a city, town or village 
the children residing in either of such townships 
sent to any chartered school in either of said town¬ 
ships, not established in conformity to this act, 
shall be entitled to receive their pro rate share of 
the sixteenth section fund of the township in which 
said children reside. 

SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, That all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this act, are hereby repealed.

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the second proviso to 
the second section of the act "to authorize the Re¬ 
porter to have printed and published the Reports 
of the Supreme Court, and for other purposes," ap¬ 
proved February 18, 1854, be, and the same is 
hereby so far repealed as to allow the reporter to 
sell within the State before the expiration of twelve 
months, not exceeding one hundred copies of the 
reports which he prints at his own expense.

[No. 49.] AN ACT 

To authorize the Comptroller of Public Accounts 
to purchase a Fireproof Safe. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the comptroller of 
public accounts be, and he is hereby authorized to 
purchase for the use of his office, a fireproof safe, 
at a cost not to exceed two hundred and fifty dol¬ 
lars.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That if any person or per- 
Slaves not to sons shall teach or be engaged in teaching, in this 
be taught State, any slave or slaves to read or write, he, she 
or they shall be liable to indictment therefor, and, 
on conviction, shall be fined not less than one hun¬ 
dred dollars and be imprisoned in the county jail 
not less than three months, one or both, at the dis¬ 
cretion of the jury trying the case.

[No. 51.j AN ACT 

To regulate the distribution of property in certain 
cases. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That when one or more of 
the heirs of any deceased intestate shall have re¬ 
ceived property of the ancestor in his life time by 
way of advancement, and shall wish to bring the 
same into hotchpot, or if it be alleged by any one 
in interest that any other heir has received ad¬ 
vancement, and such heir so alledged to have re¬ 
ceived advancement, shall claim his distributive 
share of his or her ancestor's estate, and the par¬ 
ties cannot agree as to whether such advancement 
had been received by such heir, or as to the value 
of the same, the matters in issue shall be determ¬ 
ined by the Probate J udge, upon proof, as in other 
cases, unless a jury to try such issue be required by 
one of the parties in interest; but of a jury be so 
required, then the issue or issues shall be made up 
in writing under the direction of the Probate J udge 
and a jury empaneled to try the cause, as in other

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That if any person shall 
hereafter play at any game with cards or dice, or 
any device or substitute for the same, on board of 
any steamboat navigating any of the rivers of this 
State, at which game any money shall be bet or 
property staked, such person, on conviction, shall 
be fined not less than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if any person 
shall hereafter, carry on any lottery, or exhibit any 
trick, device, or game, with cards or dice, on board 
of any steamboat navigating any of the rivers of 
this State, at which lottery, trick, or game any 
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Penalty money shall be bet or property hazzarded, such 
person, on conviction, shall be fined one hundred 
dollars, and imprisoned one year in the peniten¬ 
tiary. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That if any owner, 
captain, or other commanding officer, shall, while 
navigating such steamboat on the waters of this 
State, knowingly permit any of the offences in this 
act provided against on such boat, he shall, on con¬ 
viction, be fined not less than five hundred dollars. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That any of the 
offences enumerated in this act shall be subject to 
indictment in any county in this State, without re¬ 
gard to the place where said act occurred, and shall 
also be subject to section 3250 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama.

Concerning bail in criminal cases. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the J udges of the Cir¬ 
cuit Courts shall have power in term time to fix the 
Power to fix amount of bail on all felonies pending in said courts, 
bail and, by order, direct the Sheriff to take bonds ac¬

Be it further enacted, That the J udges of 
the Probate Courts of this State ate authorized to 
admit to bail in all such cases, and in like manner 
as the J udges of the Circuit Courts and Chancel¬ 
lors are now authorized to do, except for felonies 
punished capitally, or by imprisonment in the pen¬ 
itentiary for life, murder in the second degree, and 
manslaughter in the first degree.

law, if he was a creditor of such principal debtor.

Be it further enacted, That when such 
attachments shall be sued out, by any endorser, 
surety, acceptor, maker or drawer, of any bill, 
bond, note, or other contract in writing, not due 
and payable, such attachment shall be dissolved on 
application to the chancellor, in vacation or in term 
time, on the principal debtor furnishing the com¬ 
plainant ample indemnity, against his liability and 
paying all costs which have accrued on such attach¬ 
ment. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That no decree 
shall be rendered in favor of the complainant in 
such attachment until he shall have paid the debt 
for which he is liable as the surety, endorser, ac- 
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commodation maker, drawer, or acceptor of the de¬ 
fendant.

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the Board of 
Power of trus- Trustees, shall have power to elect from their own 
tees body, a President, Vice President, Treasurer and 

Secretary, and such other officers as they may deem 
necessary, to a proper organization and manage¬ 
ment of the trust herein confided, and assign to 
each their respective duties; they shall also have 
power to fill all vacancies, which may occur in the 
Board, by death, resignation or otherwise. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That said Board, 

Further power shall further have power to elect Professors, Tutors, 
of trustees and other officers of said college, as they may 
think proper, and fix their salaries with such pow¬ 
ers and duties, severally and collectively as the 
Board may prescribe or allow, and who shall con¬ 
stitute the faculty of said college, and who may 
instruct in all the arts and sciences ; grant diplo¬ 
mas, and confer all the degrees of literacy distinc¬ 
tion usual in similar female institutions of learning 
in the United States ; the said Trustees, shall 
have also, power to form or adopt a code of By- 
Laws for the government of said college and for- 
their own government, and to alter or amend the 
Proviso same at pleasure ; Provided, the same be not incon¬ 
sistent with the constitution or laws of the State of 
Alabama ; and five of said Board of Trustees shall 
be a quorum to do business, but they shall not at 
any meeting make any contract, incurring any 
pecuniary liability, unless notice of such meeting 
has been given to three-fourths of the members of 
said Board, at least three days previous thereto ; 

Proviso Provided, this Article shall not be construed so as 
to prevent a majority of the whole Board, at any 
meeting without such notice, to create any debt or 
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incur any pecuniary liability not exceeding the 
amounts of cash in hand and notes esteemed good 
then in their possession. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That said Trus¬ 
tees may procure an endowment for said college or 
any professorship therein, the interest of which 
shall be alone expanded ; Provided, said fund and 
interest shall be under the control and direction of 
the Trustees. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That no misnomer 
or misdescription, of said corporation herein crea¬ 
ted in any will, deed, gift, grant, devise, or other 
instrument of contract or conveyance, shall in 
any wise defeat or vitiate the same ; but the same 
shall take effect in like manner as if said corpora¬ 
tion were rightfully named ; Provided, it be suffi¬ 
ciently described, to ascertain the intentions of the 
party or parties to such instrument. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That the said 
corporation may acquire, own and be possessed of 
property, real and personal, not to exceed in value 
the sum of one hundred thousand dollars ; and the 
college grounds not to exceed ten acres, with the 
improvements thereon, together with all the money 
and personal property of whatever kind the same 
may be, shall be forever exempt from taxation. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That it shall not 
be lawful for any persons to sell spirituous liquors 
or wines, at any point within three miles or less of 
said college, except for medical purposes ; and if 
any person shall sell spiritous liquors or wines, in 
violation of the provisions of this Section, such 
person shall be subject to indictment, and on con¬ 
viction may be fined in a sum of not less than one 
hundred not more than five hundred dollars for 
each and every such offence. 

SEC. 9. And be it further enacted, That this act 
shall be deemed and considered in law, a public 
act, and shall be judicially taken notice of without 
being specially pleaded.

Now, in order to give full and 
complete legal effect thereto. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the Rev. Robert Payne, Corporators

To 
To appoint elect or appoint a President, and such Professors, 
officers who shall compose the faculty of the said Univer¬ 
sity, as they may think proper, and any teachers 
or assistants that they may see fit; to establish, 
change or abolish professorships as the exigencies 
or interest of the University may require, and to 
do and perform all other acts necessary or expedi¬ 
ent for the proper conduct of the said University, 
so as to render it successful in accomplishing the 
great object of its establishment. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the trustees 
To elect trust- to be hereafter appointed, shall be elected annually 
ees annually by the Alabama Conference of the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church South, and shall continue in office 
until their successors are duly appointed, and be 
prepared to enter on their duties ; and the said 
Conference may, at their pleasure, change the num¬ 
ber of trustees to be appointed, but there shall 
never be less than nine, and any nine trustees shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; 
and in the event of a vacancy in the board of trus¬ 
tees, by death or resignation, the same may at any 
time be filled by the remainder of the board at any 
meeting of the same. And the said Conference, 
which shall be the patron of the said University, 
shall, whenever they deem it proper, have the right 
to appoint a committee to visit the said University, 
and examine into everything appertaining to its 
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management, and into the conduct of the trustees, 
or of the faculty, or any member thereof. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the faculty 
of the said University shall have authority to con¬ 
fer degrees as they may think just and proper, and 
to make all such needful rule and regulations, in 
regard to the conduct of the pupils, and to the 
course of exercises and instruction, that they may 
deem best; subject, however, at all times, to the 
control of the Board of Trustees, who may reject, 
revoke, modify or change the same as they see fit. 

SEC. 4. And in order to secure the confidence 
of those who may desire to patronize the said Uni¬ 
versity, and of the public generally, and to pre¬ 
serve the good order of the said University, and 
the morals of the pupils who may attend the same, 

Be it further enacted, That from and after the 
first day of March, A.D., 1857, it shall not be 
lawful for any person, other than druggists keep¬ 
ing regular drug stores and practicing physicians 
as hereinafter provided, to sell, vend, exchange or 
barter away for money or other consideration of 
value, or for the promise or expectation thereof, 
within the corporate limits of the town of Greens- 
borough, or within five of the said corporate limits 
in any direction therefrom, any wine, beer, ale, por¬ 
ter or intoxicating beverages, simple or compound, 
in any quantities large or small, to any person or 
persons whatever; and any person or persons of¬ 
fending herein shall be liable to be indicted in the 
proper county, and, on conviction, shall, for the 
first offence, be fined in the sum of one hundred 
dollars, and for the second and every subsequent 
offence, in addition to the amount of said fine, 
shall be imprisoned in the common jail of the 
county three months, and until the fine and all the 
costs of the prosecution shall be fully paid and dis¬ 
charged. And no license or permit shall hereafter 
be granted by any authority or power whatever, in 
the county of Greene or in any other county in this 
State, nor by any corporation or other body to any 
person or persons to vend or dispose of, contrary to 
the provisions of this act, any spirituous liquors, 
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wines, ale, beer, porter, or other intoxicating 
drinks or beverage, simple or compound, from and 
after the said first day of March, A. D., 1857 ; and 
if any persons or persons shall procure any such li¬ 
cense or permit, it shall, from and after the said 
day, be utterly void and of no force whatever; and 
all act conflicting with the provisions of this act 
be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That any person

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That either the 
Marshall or the Clerk of said town, may be im¬ 
peached at the discretion of the I ntendant and 
Councilmen, and by them turned out of office for 
Vacancy good cause, and in such event, the Intendant must 
order an election to fill the vacancy and unexpired 
term, giving five days public notice thereof; said 
election to be held in the same manner as provided 
for in the first Section of this act.

To incorporate the Commercial Bank of Alabama. 

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That a Bank be established Capital stock 

in the city of Selma, the capital stock of which 
shall not exceed one million dollars, divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars each ; three-fifths 
of which capital may be subscribed for by the individ¬ 
uals and two-fifths of which shall be reserved for 
the State of Alabama. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That subscriptions 
for stock in said Bank shall be opened in such places 
as the commissioners to be appointed for receiving 
subscription to stock may designate on the first 
Monday in April next, under the direction and 
and management of nine commissioners, to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor of the State of Alabama, 
and who shall have authority to receive individual 
subscriptions for shares of stock. The said com¬ 
missioners, or a majority of them, shall keep their 
books of subscription open for the term of thirty 
days. The said commissioners shall give at least 
thirty days' previous notice of the opening of said 
books, by advertisement in at least five public news 
papers published in this State, and elsewhere in 
their discretion ; and they shall keep a correct re¬ 
cord of their proceedings. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the subscrip¬ 
tions to the stock of said Bank which may be op- 
tained by the commissioners, shall be payable after 
the election of directors, and in such times and in¬ 
stallments as the directors may appoint, giving Notice to be given, 

thirty days notice thereof by advertisement in the 
newspapers published in the county where the Bank 
may be located. Any stockholders may pay in ad¬ 
vance the whole or any portion of his subscription 
and in such cases interest shall be equalized with 
the other stockholders on equitable principles. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the sum of one hundred thousand dollars shall 
have been subscribed to the capital stock of said

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Bank, whether by individuals alone, or individuals 
and the State of Alabama combined, or in any 
other sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars, and after the closing of the books of subscrip¬ 
tion and half of the capital stock subscribed shall 
have been actually paid in, in gold and silver coin, 
the said Bank may elect its officers on the follow- 
Election of ing conditions, to wit: The President and direc- 
officers tors of said Bank thus appointed shall, without loss 
of time, make the necessary arrangements to put 
the Bank in operation so soon as pursuant to the 
provisions of this act the Bank shall possess in 
gold and silver one-half of the capital stock sub¬ 
scribed ; but the said Bank shall, under no pretext 
whatever, commence its banking operations by dis¬ 
counting bonds, bills, or notes, by loaning money, 
or putting into circulation its own notes, until it 
shall actually and in good faith have in possession 
of its own absolute property, in gold and silver, 
one half of the whole amount of capital stock sub¬ 
scribed, and shall have returned to the Governor of 
this State an account thereof, certified by the oath 
or affirmation of the president and cashier for the 
time being; nor shall the said Bank so commence 
its operations until the Governor is satisfied, by the 
return aforesaid, and by such other evidence as may 
be offered, shall issue a proclamation declaring that 
the return aforesaid had been duly made, and that 
it appeared to his satisfaction, that said company 
had of their own absolute property, the amount of 
gold and silver aforesaid, were authorized, under the 

provisions of this act, to commence their banking 
operations as aforesaid ; and if said Bank, without 
actually and in good faith, having of its own prop¬ 
erty the amount of gold and silver as aforesaid, 
or without having made the return as aforesaid, or 
without the proclamation of the Governor as afore¬ 
said, shall commence any such banking operations 
as aforesaid, the charter hereby granted shall be 
null and void, and the said bank shall be consid¬ 
ered, to all intents and purposes, as an unchartered 
Bank. After closing the books, if the subscrip¬ 
tions amount to more than five hundred thousand 
dollars, the commissioners, as aforesaid, shall scale 
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the subscriptions to that amount in such mode as 
they shall deem just and equitable, giving, how¬ 
ever, in all cases the preference to bona fide sub¬ 
scribers resident in this State ; and if the said com¬ 
missioners have cause to suspect that any subscrip¬ 
tion, although made in the name of a resident cit¬ 
izen, is for the use of a non-resident, they are au¬ 
thorized to enquire into the fact in any manner 
they may think best, and if they believe that such 
is the case, said commissioners shall have the right 
to reject such subscription, and their action shall in 
this respect, be final and conclusive ; Provided, 
that no other Bank shall be allowed to take stock 
in said Bank. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That if, in closing 
the books, a sufficient capital shall not have been 
subscribed to authorize the Bank to go into opera¬ 
tion under the terms of this act, the commissioners 
may again open such books afterwards, at such 
times and places as they may direct, under the 
same regulations as above provided, until the sub¬ 
scription be sufficient. After the Bank officers shall 
have been elected, if the stock is not full, the board 
of directors shall have power to cause books to be 
opened from time to time until the stock and capi¬ 
tal be full, and to appoint commissioners to receive 
such subscriptions under such rules as they may 
prescribe : Provided, thirty days' notice be given, 
by advertisement as above prescribed, of the time 
and place of receiving such subscriptions. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the State of 
Alabama may, when it shall elect so to do, take shares 
in the capital stock in said Bank equal to two- 
fifths of its amount, on paying a proportionable 
part of the capital, and on equal terms with the 
subscribers, equalizing interest on equitable terms 
with the stockholders as to time ; and the said State 
shall, in case it takes stock, be entitled to a pro¬ 
portion of power in the direction of the bank equal 
to its proportion of stock therein. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, that the stock¬ 
holders of the said Bank, and their successors, when 
a sufficient amount shall have been subscribed and 
paid in, be, and they are hereby created a corpora 
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tion and body politic, by the name and style of the 
Name and style Commercial Bank of Alabama, and so shall continue 
until the first day of J une, eighteen hundred and 
Power of stock eighty-six, and by that name shall be, and they are 
holders hereby declared able and capable in law to have 
and own, purchase, receive, possess, and retain to 
them, and their successors, lands, rents, tenants, 
hereditaments, goods, chatties and effects of what¬ 
soever kind, nature and quality, moneys, obliga¬ 
tions, stocks, bonds, bills, notes, securities, and 
choses in action, of whatsoever nature, and the 
same may sell, grant, demise, alien, convey, or dis¬ 
pose of, and may sue and be sued, implead and be 
impleaded, answer and be answered, defend and be 
defended, in any suit matter or thing depending in 
any Court of law or equity ; and shall also have 
power to make, have and use a common seal, and 
the same to break, alter and renew at pleasure; 
also to ordain, establish and repeal by-laws, ordi¬ 
nances and regulations as they deem necessary and 
convenient, from time to time for the government 
of said corporation, not being contrary to the con¬ 
stitution and laws of the United States; or to the 
State of Alabama ; also to make loans, discounts, 
and deal in money and notes, bills of exchange, 
bonds, mortgages and securities of all kinds ; to 
receive deposits, to make and issue bank notes 
payable on demand to the bearer, and to make all 
contracts and transact all such businesses as is usually 
transacted by banks, and as are within the scope 
of banking operations, and generally to do, execute 
and perform all and singular the acts, matters and 
things which to them it shall pertain to do as in¬ 
cident to bodies corporate, subject, however, to the 
Proviso rules and limitations herein contained ; Provided, 
the said Bank shall not, in any case, deal, or pur¬ 
chase merchandise, produce or personal property of 
any kind, or real estate, except for its necessary 
banking houses, buildings and purposes, or by way 
of securing payment of debts due to it; nor shall 
it issue or cause to be made for circulation, as cur¬ 
rency, any notes or bills that are not payable on 
demand. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That the affairs 
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of said Bank shall be managed by ten directors, 
elected annually by the stockholders of said Bank, 
and appointed by the Governor of the State of Al¬ 
abama on behalf of the State, if the State shall 
subscribe for stock, and if not, then by the stock¬ 
holders alone. At all elections the stockholders 
shall elect the whole ten directs, or a number pro¬ 
portioned to the number of shares held by them 
collectively as the case may be, allowing the State 
to appoint a number proportionate to its stock, and 
the directors appointed by the stockholders, shall 
be those who shall have received a plurality of the 
votes given at elections by stockholders ; and at all 
elections for directors by the stockholders, each of 
the stockholders shall be entitled to one vote for 
every five shares of stock owned by them. No 
stockholder can be a director who is at the same 
time a director in any other bank ; the stockholders 
shall be entitled to vote either in person or by 
proxy ; and all meetings of the stockholders a ma¬ 
jority of the stock must be represented. The shares 
of infants may be voted for by their parents or 
guardians, if married women by their husbands or 
trustees, if corporations by their president, if co¬ 
partners or joint-owners by either unless they dis¬ 
sent, in which case neither shall vote ; and all 
powers to authorize persons to vote by proxy shall 
be in writing. 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, That the first elec- Election to be held 
tion for directors shall be held so soon as may be 
after the books of subscription shall be closed, and 
a sufficient number of shares subscribed, the said 
commissioners, appointed to receive subscriptions, 
shall hold said first election on such day as they 
may appoint, after giving thirty days' notice of the 
time and place of holding the same ; they shall 
certify to the directors the names of the persons 
elected, shall hand over their records and the 
money subscribed and paid.

All subsequent 
elections for directors shall be held at the banking 
house on the second Monday in J anuary in each 
year; the new board elected shall be authorized to 
enter upon its duties on the day after and continue 
until the expiration of the second Monday in J an¬ 
uary next thereafter, and until their successors shall 
organize and enter upon their duties ; the polls 
shall be held by three stockholders other than di¬ 
rectors appointed by the board to hold the same; 
the votes shall be by ballot under such regulations 
Notice to be as the bank shall prescribe ; but ten days' notice of 
given such election shall be given in two public newspa¬ 
pers of the county in which said bank is located. 

No stockholder shall vote at anytime while in de¬ 
fault of the payment of his installment of stock, as 
required by law and the regulations of the bank. 

SEC. 10. Be it further enacted, That no person 
shall be a director on the part of the stockholders, 
unless he shall own one thousand dollars' worth of 
stock in the said bank, bona fide, and as his own 
property, nor unless he shall be a resident citizen 
of the State. 

SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, That in case no elec- 
failure of elec- tion shall be made of directors or president at the 
tion times provided by this act, the corporation shall 
not be for such cause deemed dissolved, but such 
election shall be held so soon as may be thereafter, 
on due notice ; the board shall have full power to 
fill all vacancies in the office of president and of 
directors elected by individual stockholders, and 
the Governor shall fill all vacancies on the part of 
the State, to serve until the next board shall organ¬ 
ize. Six months' absence, removal from the State,

the bank within six months after any such trans¬ 
fer sale of stock, the party selling and the party 
purchsaing said stock, shall each be liable for the 
payment of the debts of the bank in proportion to 
the stock so transferred ; Provided further, that no 
transfer of stock shall be made so as to vest in any 
one stockholder a greater number than one-fourth 
amount of the whole number of shares subscribed 
for in said corporation ; And provided further, that 
the bank shall have power to pass by-laws to pre¬ 
vent the assignment of shares by parties owing 
debts to said bank passed due, until such indebted¬ 
ness be paid, and to withhold dividends due to per¬ 
sons so being in default, if they deem if proper. 

SEC. 14. Be it further enacted, That if any per¬ 
son or persons, copartnership or body corporate, 
shall be indebted to said bank, as maker, endorser, 
or guarantee, or as drawer or acceptor of any note, 
bill or bond, whether made negotiable and payable 
at said bank or not, shall delay payment thereof, 
the said bank may move for judgment and award 
of execution against such debtor in any court of 
record in the State where such defaulter may re¬ 
side, or corporation so indebted be located, and 
such judgement may be rendered therein as may be 
lawful and proper; Provided, that the defendant 
in such case shall have at least thirty days' notice 
of such motion before the same is made, specifying 
what the demand is ; that at the time of making 
such motion, the bank shall produce and file a cer- 
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tificate of the president or cashier, under the seal 
of the bank, that the debt claimed is really and 
bona fide the property of the bank : Provided fur¬ 
ther, that if any defendant shall appear and contest 
the claim, the court shall require the bank to file 
its declaration and the defendant his pleas, and to 
cause the issue to be joined in law or fact, to be tried 
instanter or during the term as the court may di¬ 
rect, by jury or by the court, as the case may be, 
unless sufficient cause thereon it be necessary to 
continue the cause, and the court shall give judg¬ 
ment as may be proper; And provided further, that 
the summary remedy thus given shall not preclude 
any other mode of redress which may be lawful to 
enforce the rights of the bank. 

SEC. 15. Be it further enacted, That the said

Bethea, J ohn J. Walker, H. A. Schroeder, New¬ 
ton St. John, Murray F. Smith, C. C. Langdon, 

Jacob Magee, William F. Cleveland, Thomas Mc- 
Prince, Alexander Carleton and J .G. Hawkins, 
with such other persons as shall associate with 
them for that purpose, are constituted a body poli¬ 
tic and corporate by the name of the "Mobile and 
Great Northern Railroad Company," and by that 
name to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded ; 
to make and have a common seal and the same 
break, alter and renew at pleasure ; and this Com¬ 
pany is hereby vested with all the privileges, pow¬ 
ers and immunities which are or may be necessary 
to carry into effect the purposes objects of this 
act.

for receiving and filing inquest, seventy-five cents; 
besides printers fees, not exceeding two dollars ; in 
each case for holding inquest, five dollars, and 
summoning witnesses, twenty-five cents each ; to 
jurors, seventy-five cents for each per diem, which 
fees are not allowed until a verdict be returned and 
filed, and shall not be taxed in the bill of costs, and 
paid by the Company ; Provided, however, that 
before the application for said writ, the said Com¬ 
pany may make a tender to the owner or owners of 
any such lands, a sum of money by them deemed 
equivalent to the damage to be sustained, and upon 
refusal to accept the sum tendered, and a verdict 
for the same amount or a less sum, the costs shall 
be taxed to and paid by the owners of the land 
upon which the inquest is held. 

SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, That either party 
Appeal may appeal to the next Circuit Court, within thirty 
days after the assessment by the application to the 
Clerk of said Court, and giving security for the 
prosecution of such appeal, and in case the same 
is taken by the corporation, for the judgment which 
may be rendered against it on appeal. 

SEC. 13. Be it further enacted, That the trial of 
such appeal shall be do novo, and if the corpora¬ 
tion is the appellant, and the damages assessed is 
equal to or greater than found on the previous 
inquest, the appellant must pay the costs, and the 
Court may award damages, not exceeding ten per 
cent., if of opinion that the appeal was taken 
merely for delay. 

SEC. 14, Be it further enacted, That in case the 
appeal is not taken by the corporation, and the 
appellant does not recover more damages than was 
assessed to him in the previous inquest, judgment 
for costs must be given against him. I n such 
appeals, when the judgment is against the appel¬ 
lant, execution may issue against his security. 

SEC. 15. Be it further enacted, That the opera¬ 
tions of said Railroad Company, in surveyings, 
locating and constructing the road or other work. 
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shall in no wise be delayed on account of the pro¬ 
ceedings had as aforesaid. 

SEC. 16. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
it shall be necessary for the construction of their 
Railroads or ways, to intersect or cross any stream 
or water course, or any road or highway, it shall 
be lawful for said Company to construct across or 
upon the same ; but the said Company shall 
re-establish said stream or water course, road or 
highway, thus intersected in such a manner as not 
to impair its usefulness, and in all cases where any 
road or public highway is so located, that said 
Railroad cannot be judiciously laid out and con¬ 
structed across or upon the same, without interfer¬ 
ing therewith; in such case or cases, said corpo¬ 
ration may by their engineer, cause such road or 
roads, to be changed or altered in such manner, 
that said Railroad may be made on the best site of 
ground for that purpose ; Provided, said corpora¬ 
tion shall put such road, in as good repair as at the 
time of changing or altering the same. 

SEC. 17. Be it further enacted, That the Direc¬ 
tory shall have full power to establish such rates of 
tolls, for the conveyance of persons and property 
upon the Railroad as they shall from time to 
time deem proper, and to levy and collect the same 
for the use of said Company. All matters and 
things respecting the use of said Railroads, and 
the conveyance of passengers and property shall 
be in conformity to such rules and regulations, as 
said Board of Directors shall from time to time 
determine. 

SEC. 18. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the route of said Railroad, or its Branch, shall 
intersect, cross or connect with any Railroad, such 
intersections, crossings or connections, shall be 
made upon fair and equitable terms. No discrimi¬ 
nating charges shall be exacted, and facilities for 
the transhipment of freight and passengers and 
interchange of cars, shall be afforded by each. 

SEC. 19. Be it further enacted, That the said 
Mobile and Great Northern Railroad and its Branch 
may cross the navigable waters of the Bay of 
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Mobile, at one or more points, with bridges or any 
other description of work. 

SEC. 20. And be it further enacted, That in case 
said Railroad and its Branch should cross any of 
the lands belonging to the State of Alabama, the 
right of way through said lands, one hundred feet 
wide is hereby granted, for said Road and Branch, 

Right of way to said Company free of charge; and in case of 
cuttings and embankments, gravel, earth, ware 
houses, engine houses or other necessary buildings 
and of turn outs, &c., as much more land as is 
necessary, is hereby granted free of charge. 

SEC. 21. And be it further enacted, That for the 
Raising funds purpose of raising funds, from time to time, for 
the construction of said Road and its Branch, and 
the purchase of iron and other materials to be use 
thereon, said Company are hereby authorized to 
issue, negotiate, pledge, hypothecate and sell its 
bonds in sums and at rates of interest, which may 
be deemed most expedient by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. The payment of the principal and interest 
of the bonds to be secured as the Board of Direc¬ 
tors may think best. 

SEC. 22. Be it further enacted, That when any 
portion of the Stock subscribed to said Railroad 
Company, shall be called for by the direction of 
the Board of Directors, and notice of said call shall 
have been given for more than thirty days, that 
such call has been made and specifying the per 
centum of Stock so called for, and the time when 
payment is required, either by personal notice to 
the Stockholder, to by publication in some news¬ 
paper, published in the city of Mobile, if any 
Stockholder shall fail to pay the call so made at 
the time required, such Stockholder may be pro¬ 
ceeded against by a motion made in the Circuit 
Court, of the county of the residence of such Stock¬ 
holder, for the amount of Stock so remaining 
unpaid, which motion shall be in writing, signed 
by an Attorney at Law, and shall set forth the call 
so made, the notice given, the amount of Stock 
subscribed by said Stockholder, and the amount 
remaining unpaid upon such Stock so called for, 
and the term of the Court at which the motion 
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will be made; the sheriff of the county shall serve 
the notice and make his return thereon, and for 
his services, shall be entitled to the same fees that 
are allowed Sheriffs for like services in the execu¬ 
tion of summons and complaints under the general 
law; the clerk shall docket the cause in its proper 
order, and for his services in the case, shall be 
allowed the same fees to which he is entitled for 
like services in other eases under the general law; 
if the motion so made is executed more than twenty 
days before the term of the Circuit Court, to which 
it is returnable, the case shall stand for trial at the 
first term after its issuance ; if executed within 
twenty days before such term, it shall not, stand for 
trial until the next ensuing term of such Court; 
all the rules of pleading and evidence applicable 
to actions of assumpsit under the Code of Ala¬ 
bama. are applicable to proceedings under this sec¬ 
tion of this act, except that the certificates of the 
Secretary of said Company, accompanied with the 
seal of the Company, shall he evidence of the or¬ 
ganization of the Company, of the By-Laws, rules 
and regulations and of the proceedings of the Com¬ 
pany, of the calls made from time to time by the 
action of the Directors of the Company and of the 
amount subscribed to the Stock thereof by any 
Stockholder, and the amount due and unpaid on

menced. 

SEC. 24. Be it further enacted, That in all cases 
Change of commenced under the provisions of Section 22 of 
venue this act, either party may have a change of venue 

to the nearest county free from exception, upon ap¬ 
plication made and sufficient cause shown by aff- 
davit, as in ordinary civil cases. 

SEC. 25. Be it further enacted, That the charter 
hereby granted shall not interfere with the rights, 
privileges, and immunities heretofore granted to 
the Mobile and Girard Railroad Company. 

SEC. 26. Be it further enacted, That the act to 
Repealed subscribe to stock in the Mobile and Girard Rail¬

1854, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

SEC. 27. Be it further enacted, That this com¬ 
pany shall commence the construction of the Rail-

SEC. 28. Be it further enacted, That all laws

To authorize the Court of County Commissioners 

of Limestone county, State of Alabama, to sub¬ 
scribe to the capital stock of the Tennessee and

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That in pursuance of the 
wished of the people of Limestone county, as ex¬ 
pressed ay an election held for that purpose, on the 
first Monday in May, 1854, and also reaffirmed at 
the recent election for representatives in the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly, held on the first Monday in August, 

1855, that the Court of County Commissioners for Court of County Commiss- 

said county of Limestone, be, and they are hereby ioners to subscribe for stock 

authorized, empowered and required for and in be¬ 
half of said county, to subscribe for stock in the 
Tennessee & Alabama Central Railroad Company, 
to the amount of two hundred thousand dollars, to 
be raised in the manner, and upon the condition 
hereinafter mentioned. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the manner Manner of making 

of making said subscription shall be as follows ; subscription 

Whenever the said company or corporators through 
their proper officers shall apply, as provided in sec¬ 
tion 2d of the act incorporating the same, ap¬ 
proved December 19, 1853, for the subscription in 
this act mentioned, the J udge of Probate of said 
county sitting as President of said Court of County 
Commissioners, shall write the name of the said 
county on the subscription list for the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars, and shall thereto sub¬ 
scribe his name, and affix his seal of office, and 
thereupon the rights of said company, and the ob¬ 
ligations on said county shall fully attach upon the 
conditions aforesaid. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That soon as 
the conditions set forth in the succeeding sections Duty of Court of County 

of this act are fully complied with, it shall be the Commissioners 
duty of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Limestone county to take the steps hereinafter pre¬ 
scribed, and all the necessary and proper steps for 
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the purpose of raising annually the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, until the sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars shall be raised, to be applied to 
the construction of that portion of the Tennessee 
& Alabama Central Railroad, which shall be in 
Limestone county, to-wit: From some point at or 
near Decatur to the Northern line of said county, 
where it shall be intersected by a Railroad to be 
constructed, thence in the direction of Pulaska and 
Columbia, Tennessee, styled the Central Southern 
Railroad, and on no account shall the funds raised 
by virtue of this act or any part of them be other¬ 
wise appropriated. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That no assess- 
Taxes ment or levy of taxes shall be made by virtue of 
this act, until ( I.) an amount of good and solvent 
subscriptions shall be made to the capital stock of 
said company, which, including the two hundred 
thousand dollars raised by virtue of this act, shall 
be sufficient according to the estimate of a come- 
tent engineer, based upon an accurate and thorough 
survey of said route, to construct a railroad track 
across the county of Limestone as herein before 
specified, not until (II) the grading of the Central 
Southern Railroad of the State of Tennessee is let 
to contract, or the Court of County Commissioners 
of Limestone county are satisfied from other rea¬ 
sons that the said Central Southern Railroad will 

be constructed, nor until (III,) the President of 
said Tennessee & Alabama Central Railroad Com¬ 
pany shall have made affidavit before the Probate 
J udge of Limestone county, that the bonds or 
money to be received by him under the provisions 
of this act, shall be solely and faithfully applied 
to the construction of said road within the limits 
of Limestone county, and the private property of 
the President, who first makes the affidavit, shall 
be liable to the county of Limestone for the mis¬ 
application of said bonds or money, made during 
his term of office, and his successors in office shall 
each for his own misapplication, be similarly lia¬ 
ble. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That as soon as 
the three preceding conditions are complied with 
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and annually thereafter for a period of ten years, 
it shall be the duty of said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners to assess such a per centum tax on the 
State tax of that year and each succeeding year, 
for the period above mentioned, as shall raise the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars annually, and the 
same shall be collected in the same manner as the 
State and county taxes are collected. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the tax col¬ 
lector, for his services under this act, shall be al¬ 
lowed a reasonable compensation, to be determined 
by the Court of County Commissioners ; and before 
he begins to collect said railroad tax, he shall ex¬ 
ecute to the said Court his penal bond, in the sum 
of forty thousand dollars, with good and sufficient 
securities to be approved by said Court, for the 
faithful performance of his duties in collecting and 
paying over as hereinafter directed the said amount 
so assessed. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That in case of 
the death or neglect of duty of the tax collector, 
or his mal-appropriation of the funds above men¬ 
tioned, the same provisions, penalities, and sum¬ 
mary proceedings as specified in sections 492, 493, 

494, 2628 and 2632 of the Code of Alabama, and 
all other provisions now in force against collectors 
of the State and county taxes, shall fully apply to 
the collector under this act. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That as soon as the 
conditions set forth in section 4 of this act are com¬ 
plied with, it shall be the duty of the Court of 
County Commissioners of said county to issue and 
deliver to the President and Directors of the Ten¬ 
nessee & Alabama Central Railroad Company, 
county bonds for the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars, payable in ten equal annual instalments, on 
the first day of March of each year thereafter, at the 
office of the Probate J udge of said county or else¬ 
where, as the said court may deem best; and the 
said court shall have authority to make said bonds 
for any amount they may think proper, not ex¬ 
ceeding one thousand dollars nor less than five 
hundred dollars ; Provided, however, that the 
aggregate amount of bonds payable in any year, 
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shall not, except on the contingency mentioned in 
the succeeding section of this act, exceed nor fall 
under the sum of twenty thousand dollars ; the 
said bonds shall be signed by at least a majority of 
the Court of the County Commissioners, and in the 
presence of the Probate J udge, who shall certify 
that fact under his seal of office upon the bond ; 
and the said bonds shall bear no interest, unless by 
default of the county they shall not be paid 
when presented at maturity. 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, That the Court of 
County Commissioners aforesaid, shall endeavor to 
Assessment make such an assessment each year as shall raise 
the exact sum of twenty thousand dollars ; but in 
case the amount assessed and collected shall be 
either more or less than that sum, the amount to 
be assessed the next year, shall be increased or di¬ 
minished by the deficit or excess of the preceding 
year. 

SEC. 10. Be it further enacted, That it shall

and take up the bonds issued under the provisions 

of this act, as they are presented at maturity. 

SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, That the tax col¬ 
lector shall make an annual settlement with said 
court, at such times as it may direct, and in such 
settlements all bonds issued under the provisions of 
this act and paid off and taken up by him, shall be 
his vouchers for the payment of the same ; and 
upon such settlement, he shall deliver said bonds 
to said court, which shall register them in a book 
to be kept for the purpose, and shall then burn 
them. 

SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, That all laws now 
in force, as to the duties of the collectors of State 
and county taxes, as to giving notice of the place 
and time of collecting taxes, return of insolvents, 
and persons removed, and the examination thereof, 
and the correction and approval, and allowance of 
the same, and all the powers, duties and penalties 
now in force in regard to the collectors of State and 
county taxes, shall apply with equal force to the 
collector under the provisions of this act. 
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SEC. 13. Be it further enacted, That the tax 
collector must execute to each individual corpora¬ 
tion or company, paying a tax under the provisions 
of this act, a receipt which must state the amount 
so paid, and for what purpose. The said receipt 
shall be assignable as cotton receipts now are ; and 
when any person, corporation or company, either 
in their own right, or by virtue of an assignment as 
above, shall file with the treasurer of the Tennessee 
& Alabama Central Railroad Company said receipt 
to the amount of twenty-five dollars or upwards, 
it shall be the duty of the said treasurer to issue to 
such person, corporation or company, a certificate 
for the aggregate amount of the receipt so filed ; 
in which said company shall acknowledge payment 
to the amount in said certificate specified; the 
said certificate shall itself be assignable in the 
same manner as other railroad stock generally is, 
and shall constitute the owner thereof a share 
holder in the said company, and shall entitle him 
to all the rights, benefits and advantages enjoyed 
by any other subscriber to the stock of said com¬ 
pany. 

SEC. 14. Be it further enacted, That in all 
the meetings of the stockholders of said company, 
held after the issue of the bonds before mentioned, 
the Probate J udge of Limestone county shall in 
person or by proxy represent all that portion of the 
county subscription of two hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars, for which certificates of stock have not been 
granted by the treasurer, as prescribed in the pre¬ 
ceding section of this act; and he shall be allowed 
one vote for each twenty-five dollars of such por¬ 
tion. But this section shall not be construed as 
entitling him to receive the dividends, which may 
be from time to time declared upon such portion, 
but the same shall be paid to the holders of the tax 
collectors receipts, to whom no certificate of stock 
has been issued, in the same manner, as they are 
paid to those who have received said certificates. 

SEC. 15. Be it further enacted, that the provi¬ 
sions of this act shall as fully apply in the event 
that portion of the Tennessee & Alabama Central 
Railroad which lies in Limestone county only shall 
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be constructed, as provided for in the section 23d of 
the act incorporating the same, as if the entire line 
of said road were under contract, the conditions of 
section 4. of this act having been complied with. 

SEC. 16. Be it further enacted, That in the event 
Amalgamation an amalgamation shall be made to the companies 
of the Central Southern Railroad and the Tennes¬ 
see & Alabama Central Railroad, or that portion 
of it referred to in section 22d of the act incor¬ 
porating the latter, then and in that event te pro¬ 
visions of this act shall be in as full force and effect 
as if such amalgamation had not been made. 

SEC. 17. Be it further enacted, That whatever 
amount shall be reported by a competent engineer, 
to be employed by the Tennessee & Alabama Cen¬ 
tral Railroad Company after a careful, thorough 
and accurate survey of said line through Limestone 
county, as sufficient to build the same, shall be 
deemed and held when exhibited by said company 
to said court, as a sufficient amount under the pro¬ 
visions of this act. 

SEC. 18. Be it further enacted, That the Court 
of County Commissioners aforesaid, shall decide 
upon the solvency of the subscription, and for all 
the purposes of this act. The county subscription 
of two hundred thousand dollars shall be deemed 
and held by them as solvent, but in determining 
the sufficiency of the amount subscribed, as pre¬ 
scribed in the preceding section of this act, it shall 
be their duty to make the proper allowance for 
whatever appreciation or depreciation the aforesaid 
county bonds may sustain in their negotiation. 

SEC. 19. Be it further enacted, That any member 
of said Court of County Commissioners refusing to 
carry out the provisions of this act, or failing to 
attend the meetings of said court purposely to de¬ 
feat the execution of this act, shall be subject to all 
the penalties fines and forfeitures now in force for 
failure to perform his duties as a member of said 
court, and in addition thereto, he shall be liable to 
pay to said company all such damages as it may 
have sustained on account of such wrongful refusal 
or absence. 
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SEC. 20. Be it further enacted, That the Court 
of County Commissioners aforesaid, shall have 
power and authority to do all and other acts and 
things, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, which may be necessary and proper to give 
full effect to the objects and provisions of this act.

[No. 301.] AN ACT 

To repeal Section Four of an act to amend an 

act entitled an act to incorporate the Coosa and 
Chatooga River Railroad Company.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the Memphis and 
Right of way Charleston Railroad Company shall have the right 
of way through the territory of this State, to con¬ 
struct their road from Stevenson in the county of 
J ackson, in an easterly or north-easterly directions 
to the Southern boundary line of the State of Ten¬ 
nessee, or to the western boundary line of the State 
of Georgia, with a view to continue said road from 
Stevenson to Chattanooga on the north side of the 
Tennessee river. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That said right of 
way is granted upon the same terms, restrictions, 
liabilities and conditions that the right of way is 
granted to said Company under the charter granted 
to said Company by the General Assembly of this 
State, and approved 7th January, 1850.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That Calvin J. Ussery, J ohn 
McPherson, E. White, John T. Heflin, S. W. Her¬ 
rin, Elijah Humphries, J. McKennedy, David G. 

Logan, W. H. Smith, and R. J. Wood, of Randolph 
county, and Dudley Snow, E. L. Woodward, and 
E. S. Simmons of Benton county, Alabama, toge¬ 
ther with such other persons, as may be associated 
with them for that purpose be, and they are hereby 
appointed commissioners to open books and receive 
subscriptions for stock in a Railroad to be con¬ 
structed from the town of LaGrange, in Troup 
county, Georgia, to the town of Oxford, in Benton 
county, Alabama, to connect with the Alabama 
and Tennessee River Railroad at that place, any 
three of whom may open books in the town of 
LaGrange, in Troup county, Georgia, in the town 
Wedowa, Randolph county, Alabama, and such 
other places as they may think proper, and keep 
the same open until the whole capital stock is sub¬ 
scribed, and they shall give public notice of the 
times and places of opening said books, not less 
than twenty days, as they may think proper.

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That any other 
Railroad, or other internal improvement company 
shall have the right to unite their improvements 
on reasonable and equitable terms, with that of the 
corporation hereby created, and said last corporation 
shall have the same right in regard to such other 
companies. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That this act shall 
be, and continue in force for the term of fifty years, 
unless sooner forfeited under the provisions of the 
preceding sections.

To amend the Charter of the Mississippi, Gains- 
ville and Tuskaloosa Railroad Company. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the Mississippi, Gains- 
ville and Tuskaloosa Railroad Company, chartered 
and organized originally under the name of the 
"Gainsville and Mississippi Road Company,” name and style 
may receive and hold and own by gift, grant or 
purchase, all property, real and personal, which 
may be deemed and found necessary or requisite 
for the construction of the Road and carrying on 
the business of the Company, including lands for 
depots, station houses, ware houses, turn outs, 
machine shops, tracks, road beds, bridges, sites 
and other necessary purposes ; and when lands 
needed for any of the purposes aforesaid, belong 
to estates unsettled, or to minors, or to trustees of 
Sixteenth Sections, then the same so far as needed 
may be purchased from the Executor, Administra¬ 
tor, Guardian or Trustees, who are respectively 
authorized to convey the same, and shall be 
chargeable with the proceeds received under their 
official bonds. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That when the said 
Company shall not obtain the necessary lands and 
right of way for road-bed, tracks, construction, 
turn-outs, side-track or depot, by gift or purchase, 
the said Company may proceed and condemn the 
land or lands deemed necessary by the Engineer, 
for either or any of the purposes aforesaid, not ex¬ 
ceeding one hundred feet in width for track or 
road-bed, and not more than on hundred feet addi¬ 
tional for construction and material, or turn-out or 
side track, where necessary and not exceeding ten 
acres for depot at any one place, the proceedings 
to be substantially as follows : said company by 
its President or other officer or Agent, may apply 
to the Clerk of the Circuit Court, in the county 
where the land, road-bed, track, material, or depot- 
grounds proposed to be subjected lie ; setting out

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what time or extent is wanted in any particular 
case, and filing the affidavit or certificate of its 
Engineer, that the same is needed for the purposes 
of said road and giving the name of the owner or 
owners if known, or stating that they are unknown 
when such is the case, and thereupon, it shall be 
the duty of the Clerk to issue a writ of ad quod 
damnum, commanding the Sheriff that without 
delay, he cause a jury of six good and lawful men 
to be upon said land, on a day to be by said Sher¬ 
iff fixed and appointed, and whereof it shall be 
his duty to give notice to the owner, Executor, 

Administrator, Guardian, or Trustee, at least five 
days before such day, if they be within his county, 
or if not, or if they owner or owners be unknown, 
then notice shall be given by advertisement, to be 
by said Sheriff posted and fixed on the dwelling 
house, if such there be, or in a public or conspicu¬ 
ous place, at least five days before such appointed 
day, and also by advertising the same in some 
newspaper, published nearest the same, at least 
three weeks by weekly insertions prior to said day, 
and then cause said jury, after being duly sworn 
by said Sheriff or J ustice of the Peace, to make 
true inquest of the damage that will be sustained 
by such owner or estate by reason of making such 
Road through such land, or by subjecting the pro¬ 
posed grounds or materials, and in making the 
said valuation, the jury shall take into considera¬ 
tion the loss or damage which may occur to the 
owner or owners in consequence of the lands being 
taken, or the right of way surrendered and also 
the benefit and advantage, he, she or they may 
receive from the erection or establishment of the 
said road or works, and the excess of loss and dam¬ 
age, if any, over and above the benefit and advan¬ 
tage, shall from the measure of valuation of said 
land, material or right of way ; if any such juror 
J uror fail to shall fail to appear, or by reason or challenge, for 
appear cause or otherwise, fail to sit on such inquest, the 
said Sheriff shall fill said jury from the bystan¬ 
ders, and if they fail to render a verdict, the said 
Sheriff shall again, on the same or a subsequent 
day, empannel a new jury or jurors, univer- 
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diet be had, such verdict and inquest regularly cer¬ 
tified by such Sheriff, shall be returned to the office 
of the Clerk of the Circuit Court, of the county in 
which said land may lie, and there remain among 
the records, and such verdict shall vest in said 
Company, the right to occupy and use such land 
for the purposes of said Railroad ; in case no dam¬ 
ages are assessed against such Company, and in 
case of persons absent or unknown as aforesaid, 
the placing of the amount of damages to the cre¬ 
dit of the owner, in the hands of the J udge of Pro¬ 
bate, of the county in which said lands may lie, 
shall be deemed and taken as payment and such 
J udges shall be liable on their bonds to make due 
payment of said money on demand. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That it shall be 
the duty of the Sheriff to appoint and hold said 
inquest within ten days after the receipt of said 
writ of ad quod damnum except in cases in absence 
as aforesaid, in which case thirty days shall be al¬ 
lowed him, and five days in addition are allowed 
him for every additional jury, which he may have 
under said writ, and for every default therein, the 
said Sheriff shall be fined by the Circuit Court at 
the instance of either party, not less than twenty 
nor more than one hundred dollars, and every 
juror and witness summoned shall be fined not less 
than ten dollars for non-attendance unless excused 
by the Court; of all such fines as well as costs, 
the Circuit Court of the county shall have jurisdic¬ 
tion; there shall be allowed the following fees to 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court; for every writ of 
ad quod damnum, seventy-five cents ; to the Sher¬ 
iff for giving notice, seventy-five cents, besides 
printers fees, not exceeding two dollars in each case; 
nor holding inquest, five dollars, and for summon¬ 
ing witnesses, twenty-five cents each ; to jurors, 
seventy-five cents per diem each, which fees are 
not allowed until a verdict be returned and filed, 
and shall be taxed in the bill of costs and paid by 
the Company ; Provided, however, that before the 
application for said writ; the said Company may 
make a tender to the owner or owners of any such 
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land, a sum of money by them deemed equivalent 
to the damage to be sustained, and upon the refu¬ 
sal to accept the sum tendered, and a verdict for 
the same amount or a less sum, the costs shall be 
taxed to and paid by the owners of the land upon 
which inquest is held ; Provided, that the work or 
labor of said Company shall not be delayed on ac¬ 
count of the proceedings had as aforesaid. 

Right of SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That the said Corn- 

company pany shall have the right to construct bridges for 
their road across navigable streams, and to cross 
or intersect any established rail or other road ; 

Proviso Provided, the navigation of such stream is not 
stopped and the passage of such established rail 
or other road-way is not impeded, and said Com¬ 
pany may cause any road or way to be changed or 
altered in such manner that said Railroad may be 
made on the best site for ground for that purpose ; 

Proviso Provided, said Company shall put such road or 
way in as good condition as at the time of altering 
or changing the same, and may subject any street 
or streets, in any town or village to or through 
which the Road may pass, not being a principal 
thoroughfare or when it does not materially affect 
the travel. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That the fore¬ 
going provisions apply as well to the extension to 
Tuskaloosa and Northport, authorized by amend¬ 
ment, approved J anuary 14, 1854, as to the origi¬ 
nal line and act.

To incorporate the Florida and Alabama Union 
Railway Company. 

SECTI ONI. Be it further by the Senate and Flouse 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That Hicks Wardon, Hiram 
Moultrie, Anson Bangs, Eli T. Bangs, Mayson 
Bangs, and Charles Callender and such other per¬ 
sons or incorporations as may be associated with 
them and become holders of the stock hereinafter 
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mentioned shall be, and are hereby declared and 
constituted a body corporate by the name and style 
of the "Florida and Alabama Union Railway 
Company," and by the name they and their suc¬ 
cessors may continue to be a corporation, and by 
that name and style they may sue and be sued, 
plead and be implead in all courts and places 
whatsoever, and shall have an possess all the 
usual rights and privileges and such corporations, 
and shall have and use a common seal, which they 
may alter at pleasure. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the said cor¬ 
poration shall have the right of constructing and 
maintaining a railroad within this State, from 
some suitable point between the Chactawhatchee and 
Chattahoochee rivers, on the line between the 
States of Alabama and Florida, thence on the north 
direct, and practical line to the city of Montgom¬ 
ery, and the said corporation shall locate their 
depot on the south side of said city. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the said com¬ 
pany are hereby authorized to make or cause to be 
made the necessary examinations and surveys in 
order to locate and establish the route of said road ; 
and after such examinations and surveys, if the 
contemplated route of said road shall run through 
or over the lands of any person or persons who is 
unwilling to grant the favor for such purpose, or 
with whom the said company is unable to agree as 
to the damage or price to be paid to such person 
for the said lands for the use thereof for such rail¬ 
road, then, and in that case, upon the application 
of said company or their agents to a Circuit J udge 
or J udge of the Court of Probate of the county in 
which the lands lie, a jury shall be summoned 
upon the order of said J udge, by the sheriff of the 
county, to assess the damages of the owner of the 
land in the presence of said J udge, and to deter¬ 
mine what sum shall be paid to such owner for 
damages or injury which will accrue to him from 
the use of his or her land for such road, and there¬ 
upon the said company and their agents and ser¬ 
vants may enter upon and take possession of said 
lands, not exceeding eight rods in width or four 
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rods each side of the said road, and may continue 
to hold and use the same for the purpose of con¬ 
structing and maintaining such road ; Provided, 
however, that they shall, in the first place and be¬ 
fore such entry and taking possession, pay or ten¬ 
der to the owner aforesaid or to his agent the sum 
so assessed by the jury, and the taxed cost of the 
proceedings. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That any jury sum¬ 
moned as aforesaid shall consist of disinterested 
freeholders resident in the county in which the 
land in question may be, and at least one weeks' 

Notice to be notice shall be given of the time and place of their 
given meeting to hear any such matters, which notice 
shall be given or caused to be given by the J udge 
who may summon said jury, and the certificate of 
the J udge before whom said proceedings may be 
had of the fact that the damages have been duly as¬ 
sessed and paid or tendered by the said company, 
and that they have also paid the costs of the pro¬ 
ceedings shall confer upon them the right of con¬ 
structing and maintaining the road on such lands, 
and of the exclusive use thereof to the extend of 
eight roads wide for the purpose of said road. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That whenever the 
Land granted route of said road shall pass through or be located 
to said upon land belonging to the State of Alabama, the 

company exclusive use of such land to the extent of four 
rods on each side of the line of said roads shall be, 
and is hereby granted to said company or corpora¬ 
tion for the purpose of constructing and maintain¬ 
ing said road as aforesaid. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the capital 
Amount of cap- stock of said corporation shall be one million five 
ital stock hundred thousand dollars divided into fifteen thou¬ 
sand shares of one hundred dollars each, and books 
for said stock shall be opened by the persons 
named in the first section as commissioners or by 
agents to be appointed by them at such times and 
places as they shall deem expedient, after having 
given at least thirty days' notice thereof in one or 
more of the newspapers of this State, and all per¬ 
sons subscribing for said stock shall pay at the 
time of such subscription at least two dollars for 
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each share subscribed to said commissioners or 
their agents, to be by them paid over to the board 
of directors or to their order as soon as the first 
board of directors is chosen, and the said commis¬ 
sioners are hereby authorized to apportion the 
stock in case more that the whole amount is sub¬ 
scribed. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That as soon as 
the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
of said stock shall have been subscribed for, the 
company may then go into operation, and the said 
commissioners shall thereupon call a meeting of 
the stockholders for the purpose of electing the 
first board of directors, of which meeting thirty 
days' notice shall be given by publication as afore¬ 
said, and at which five directors shall chosen by 
ballot to manage the affairs and business of said 
company, and at such and all future elections each 
share of stock which it or he may hold, and may 
vote in person or by proxy in writing, and the di¬ 
rectors thus chosen shall continue in office one year 
and until others are duly elected in their places, 
and an annual elections of directors shall thereaf¬ 
ter be held by said company at such time and place 
within the State of Alabama as may be provided 
by the by-laws of the company. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That the said di¬

cent, on the value of the real estate of said city, 
which said tax and wharf income shall be paid to 
the city Treasurer, to be by him applied to the li¬ 
quidation of said actual city debt hitherto incurred, 
and interest thereon, and to no other purpose what¬ 
soever until the same is fully paid. 
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SEC. 3. And be it further enacted, That for the 
ordinary current expenses of said city, the said city 
Council may levy and collect a tax on real estate 
not exceeding one half of one per cent, on the cash

SECTI ONI. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That Wm. H. Mitchell, 

Corporators Robert M. Patton, Jameslrviue, Richard W. 

Walker, Sidney C. Posey, Neal Rowell, Thomas 
Kirkman, Samuel D. Weakley, Charles Gookin, 

Benjamin F. Foster, John S. Kennedy, Wm. H. 

Key, Benjamin Taylor, Boyles E. Bourland, John 
T. Edgar, A. Smith, A. A. Doak and R. B. McMul¬ 
len and their successors in office be, and they are 
hereby created a body politic and corporate in deed 
name and style and in law, by the name of the President and 
Trustees of the Florence Synodical Female College, 
and by that name shall be able and capable, in law 
and equity, to sue and be sued, and shall have 
power to hold real and personal property in perpe¬ 
tuity in trust for the use of said college and for the 
Presbyterian Synod of Nashville, to receive dona¬ 
tions and bequests, to make contracts, and to confer 
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diplomas upon pupils graduating in said college, 
and to do all other things necessary and proper for 
the promotion of education in said college. 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted and provided, 
That the legal title to all property, real or per¬ 
sonal, which has been heretofore conveyed or do¬ 
nated to the Synod of Nashville for the benefit of 
said institution by the President and Trustees of 
the Florence Female Academy by their conveyance, 
bearing date the 25th of November, 1854, or by 
the mayor and aldermen of the town of Florence, 
or by any other persons is hereby vested in said 
President and Trustees of the Florence Synodical 
Female College and their successors in their corpo¬ 
rate capacity, subject to all the conditions and restric¬ 
tions imposed by the conveyances to said Synod ; 
and all property which may hereafter be conveyed, 
devised, bequeathed or donated to said Synod for 
the benefit of said institutions, shall, in like man¬ 
ner, rest in said President and Trustees of the 
Florence Synodical Female College and their suc¬ 
cessors in office, subject to the limitations and 
trusts contained in said conveyance. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That all subscrip¬ 
tions heretofore made or that may hereafter be ob¬ 
tained for the purpose of building the necessary 
houses, and making other improvements appurte¬ 
nant thereto, or for the purpose of purchasing or 
procuring apparatus, or instruments, or furniture 
for said institution, shall by operation of this act, 
rest in said President and Trustees as if the 
said subscriptions were expressly made to them. 

And for any injury to the real estate or property 
of said institution, for the collection of the sub¬ 
scriptions already made or which may hereafter be 
made, the said President and Trustees shall have 
power to sue and recover at law in their corporate 
name ; and they are hereby empowered to demand 
either all or a part of the amount subscribed by 
each subscriber, when the same becomes due pur¬ 
suant to the terms of the subscription books, and 
of the sum so due shall not be paid by the subscri¬ 
bers respectively, on the written order of the Presi¬ 
dent being presented, a right of action shall exist 
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in said President and Trustees, and may be en¬ 
forced at law until all be paid by the subscribers 
respectively.

M. Tuomey, be published in pamphlet form, as early as may 
be, and he is hereby authorized to procure, suitable wood cuts 
and Geological maps for the proper illustration thereof, which

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vened, and approved by the Executive, February 4th, 1850, 
except that Prof. Tuomey shall be allowed two hundred and 
fifty copies instead of one hundred. 

2. Resolved, That the Governor shall certify the account of 
any person or persons for services performed under authority 
of the foregoing resolutions if he be satisfied of the correct¬ 
ness thereof; upon certificate of the Comptroller of Public 
Accounts, shall draw his warrant on the State Treasurer for 

for the amount so certified, which shall be paid out of any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

3. Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, have con¬ 
trol of one hundred copies of said report, for the transmission 
to the other States of this Union.

PREAMBLE AND J 01 NT RESOLUTIONS 

To the Congress of the United States, in reference to the duty 
on Rail Road I ron. 

WHEREAS, In many parts of the United States our rapid and 
improved system of railing improvements, is comparatively 
in its infancy, and thus far, in a very great degree, has been 
prosecuted by individual energy and enterprise, with individ¬ 
ual and State capital and credit, unaided, except in a few in¬ 
stances, and to a limited extent, by the means or credit of the 
General Government. The construction of sixteen thousand 
miles of Railroad, at an aggregate cost of more than seven 
hundred million of dollars, had absorbed a large portion of 
the surplus capital of the country, in addition to calling in 
to requisition the use of credits abroad, to a very considerable 
extent. In common with many of the Southern and Western 
States, we are extensively engaged in constructing Railroads 
for the general improvement of the country in all its social 
and business relations, both at home and abroad, for the pro¬ 
motion of which our State Government has exhibited a well 
guarded policy. But from our past and present experience, 
the State aid proving inefficient, and in some degree, unavaila¬ 
ble for the purposes designed, much inconvenience and delay 
of our work has been and must be felt from the want of active 
capital in the Western States, and a healthier condition of 
monetary affairs throughout the whole country. The rapid 




361 


extension throughout the civilized world of this new and 
highly important artificial mode of inter-communication, 
operating with other causes, has occasioned an unexampled 
increase in the demand for Iron, followed by an unprecedented 
advance in the price of this article. The rails manufactured 
in the United States, are wholly inadequate to supply the 
home demand , in fact not more than twenty-five per cent, of 
this demand can be supplied by American mills. Thus, we 
are compelled to purchase three-fourths of our iron abroad, or 
abandon our works in progress, or delay them to a ruinous 
extent. We say ruinous, because it involves the loss of the 
local work already done upon them, without we receive some 
relief or assistance. Thus situated, with extensive and neces¬ 
sary works in progress, we seek from Congress, through your 
Legislative aid, such material relief as a remission or post¬ 
ponement of duties for a few years on Railroad Bars, would 
surely give, without detriment to the revenue system of the 
Government. We say without detriment to the revenue, for 
the following reasons ; First, That the construction and 
labor saving powers of Railroads, advance the population, 
wealth and revenue paying capacity of the people, more and 
faster than all other cause combined, as is fully proved by 
the fact that the work of transportation annually performed 
by the existing Railroads of the United States, costs the 
people thereof one hundred millions of dollars less than if 
performed by animal power upon common roads. This saving 
is much greater than the whole revenue of the Government 
Second, That the people of all the Western and South-West¬ 
ern States, are the greatest sufferers from the financial trou¬ 
bles that now embarrass the country, is true, for the want of 
those facilities and aids to our industrial pursuits which rail 
roads so pre-eminently afford, and whilst the best efforts of our 
people are being extended to free themselves and their State 
from the unequal burthens that distance from the markets im¬ 
pose, we are crippled in our limited cash means by the re¬ 
quirement of the General Government to pay into the treasury 
about one thousand three hundred dollars per mile, which is 
the cost of one mile of rails out of every three, and one third 
miles constructed road, and at a time when the National 
Treasury is overflowing with an abundant revenue from other 
sources. There the money is idle and unnecessary, here all 
the interests of the country suffer for the want of it. The 
iron interests of our country which is unreasonably opposed 
to this measure of relief to railroad interests, in the place of 
46 
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being injured, will be benefitted by it. The estimate is to 
each mile of railroad requiring one hundred tons of rails, an 
additional demand is created thereby, for more than an equal 
value of all descriptions of merchantable iron needed for the 
cars, engines, buildings, and all branches of industry that are 
every where so wonderfully stimulated and extended by the 
use of railways. Again, the iron works of the United States, 
by their limited capital, light-standing machinery, small num¬ 
ber of experienced workmen, and high rates of labor, are far 
better suited for the production of light merchant bars, than 
for the heavy and more difficult manufacture of rail bars. 

These difficulties operate so strongly that if Congress were to 
prohibit the importation of foreign rails, the American iron 
establishments could not for years supply one fourth of the 
demand for rail bars. Whereas, if all were imported duty 
free, our roads would be sooner and cheaper made, and a much 
greater demand thereby created for all descriptions of iron, 
for the profitable production of which the American works are 
generally adapted. Having been fostered by a thirty per cent, 
ad valorem duty during the last nine years, (previous to which 
a higher duty prevailed,) their works are far less capable of 
supplying the present demand for rails, than they were that 
of 1846, and with a combined legislative grasp upon the 
whole, they have miserably failed after thirteen years protec¬ 
tion, since 1842, to supply one eighth of the quantity required 
by the country. 

Where, then, is the wisdom or justice of continuing the 
duty on rail bars unnecessary for revenue, ineffectual in over¬ 
coming the inherent difficulties in the way of America rail 
making, and exceedingly onorous upon all the agricultural 
States, and especially where money is always worth more than 
on the sea board, and where distance from market renders the 
speedy completion and our railroads, a matter of the very first 
importance to our people, as well as to those of other States 
who consume our products? Having an overflowing national 
treasury, and believing as we do that the condition of the 
country, facts, reason and policy, all unite to sustain the 
immediate remission of the duty on rail bars from 1850 in 
definitely. Nor would such a measure be new to the legisla¬ 
tion of Congress ; for those journals, a few years back, will 
show the admission of rail bars duty free for a limited period, 
while the Atlantic States were establishing their railway 
system. Is it not equally just in principle and practically at 
this time more important to all the western men who grow 
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breadstuffs, tobacco, sugar and cotton ; and to all the eastern 
men who eat, smoke, and spin, that the same aid of free rails 
should be extended to all the Western States? We claim the 
relief from Congress as just, expedient and right. We think 
this encouragement can be given to Internal Improvements, 
that affording so much prosperity to our whole country, with¬ 
out any inconvenience or embarrassment to her finances. Rail¬ 
roads, for military and postal purposes, are of great conve¬ 
nience, to the Government, and the extension of them to every 
part of this Union, by the States, should receive every reason¬ 
able, encouragement from the General Government. They 
penetrate every interior and hitherty isolated section of our 
broad country, and connect them with the sea boards, thus 
giving to the surplus productions of industry a cheap outlet 
to tide water, whereby exports and consequently our imports 
are largely augmented, with a corresponding increase in the 
revenue of the Government derived from import duties. If, 
however, the tariff of 1846, is iron bound and must stand en¬ 
tire, then we respectfully ask of Congress a postponement of 
duty collections on a credit of six years for all rails imported 
and laid down 1850-1864. Second, to an entire remission 
of duty, this credit would be of very great service to the 
roads of our State, and could, from the opening of the lines 
for traffic, be chiefly paid off by postal service during, and at 
the end of the credit, as a condition upon which the collection 
of the duty on railroad iron is suspended, Congress might re¬ 
quire the companies should give security at the office of Cus¬ 
toms for the service or money on receiving the rails. By this 
arrangement the Government would only lose the interest on 
the duties for a short time, whilst, by this liberal policy, it 
would increase the speedy completion of the roads now in 
process of construction, and secure all the advantages, social 
political and commercial, resulting from these enterprises ; 
therefore. 

1st. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That our 

Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives 
requested, to use their efforts and influence for the passage of 
a law, at the present session of Congress, in one form or other 
herein suggested and prayed for in the foregoing preamble. 

2nd. Resolved, That we do hereby invite our sister States, 
who feel interested in the progress of internal improvements, 
to corporate and unite with us in soliciting Congress, through 
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their respective Legislatures, to grant the aid and relief 
prayed for in the foregoing preamble and resolutions. 

3rd. Resolved, That the Governor of this State be requested 
to forward to each of our members in Congress a copy of the 
foregoing preamble and resolutions, and also to forward a 
copy of the same to the Governors of the respective States in 
the Union, with the request to submit the same to their 
respective Legislatures.

A J 01 NT MEMORIAL 

Of the Senate and House of Representatives of the General 

Assembly of the State of Alabama to the Congress of the 

United States. 

Your memorialists respectfully represent, that on the lines 
separating this State from the States of Mississippi, Florida 
and Georgia, there are a number of parts of townships wholly 
deprived of the school land called the Sixteenth Section, de¬ 
signed for the benefit of schools ; that these sections are in 
almost every case within parts of townships lying within the 
limits of other States named. This fact will appear by an 
examination of the maps of this and other States designated. 

The citizens of said portions of townships lying in this State 
are consequently deprived of all participation in the school 
fund granted to this State by an act of Congress previous to 
our admission as a State into this Union. Congress, by vari¬ 
ous acts, had provided for most of the townships in other States 
that were deprived by any cause from the benefit of the six¬ 
teenth section fund. No provisions ever having been made 
for the parts of townships in this State along the lines re¬ 
ferred to, we, your memorialists, would respectfully ask that 
provisions be made by law to enable the citizens of those said 
parts of townships in this State, to obtain their just propor¬ 
tion of the funds granted by Congress for the benefit of the 
schools therein. 

Your memorialists also represent that all the lands within 
the limits of this State of any value have already been dis¬ 
posed of, and ask that further that other lands may be granted 
within the limits of the Territory of Kansas or any of the 
States, where lands of equal value can be obtained with those 
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sections of which the said parts of townships in this State 
have been deprived, under such rules and regulations as Con¬ 
gress may present. 

SECTION 1. Be it therefore resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That a copy of this memorial be forwarded by his 
Excellency the Governor, to each of our Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives in Congress from this State, with a request that the 
same be presented to their respective bodies, and that they en¬ 
deavor to obtain the passage of an act by Congress in accor¬ 
dance with the representation and prayer of the memorialists.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

Of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, providing 
for the call of a Convention. 

SECTION 1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, 
That owing to defects in the Constitution of the State, and 
the numerous amendments now proposed to the same, it is 
expedient to call a general Convention of the people of the 
State to form a new Constitution; and to the end that the 
sense of the people may be taken thereon, it is hereby pro¬ 
posed that the qualified votes of this State be assembled, by 
Proclamation of the Governor, on the first Monday in May, 

1856, at the usual place of voting in their respective counties, 
and that the polls be opened under the rules and regulations 
now governing the election of members of the General As¬ 
sembly of this State. 

SEC. 2. Be it further resolved, That at said polls it shall 
be the duty of the returning officers, or one of the judges, to 
propose to each voter as he presents himself, the question, 
"Convention or no Convention,” and the clerks of said poll 
shall register the vote so given ; and it shall be the duty of 
the Sheriffs of the several counties to make returns of the 
votes so given to the Secretary of State, by the first Monday 
in J une next after such elections ; and if any Sheriff shall 
fail to do so, he shall be liable to the penalties to which he 
would now be subjected for failing to discharge his duty in 
returning the votes cast in his county for the office of Gover¬ 
nor. 
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SEC. 3. Be it further resolved, That within twenty days 
after such returns are made, it shall be the duty of the Secre¬ 
tary of State, Comptroller and Treasurer, to open and count 
the votes in said returns, in the presence of the Governor; 
and if upon such counting it shall appear that a majority of 
all votes cast are in favor of a Convention, it shall be the 
duty of the Governor to make the same known by proclama¬ 
tion, and directing the election for members to said Conven¬ 
tion as hereinafter directed. 

SEC. 4. Be it further resolved, That it shall be the duty of 
the Governor to issue to the Sheriffs of the several counties 
writs for the election of as many delegates from each county 
to said Convention as the said several counties shall be enti¬ 
tled to members in the House of Representatives in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly under the apportionment to be made at the 
present session of the Legislature, which said election shall 
be held on the first Monday in August, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-six, and shall be governed in all respects by the laws 
then in existence regulating the election of members to the 
House of Representatives in the General Assembly ; and the 
persons elected threat, as delegates to said Convention, shall 
be returned in like manner. 

SEC. 5. Be it further resolved, That said Convention shall 
assemble in the city of Montgomery on the second Monday in 
November, eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and continue in 
session until their labors are completed; and when they shall 
have altered and reformed the present Constitution, as to them 
shall seem proper, they shall submit the instrument made by 
them to the people of the State for their ratification or rejec¬ 
tion at the time of the election for members of the General 
Assembly, to be holden on the first Monday in August, eigh¬ 
teen hundred and fifty-seven ; and if, at such election, when 
asked by the proper officer, "Are you in favor or against the 
new Constitution?” a majority of the qualified voters of the 
State shall be the Constitution of the State of Alabama, and the 
Governor shall make known the fact of such ratification by 
his proclamation to that effect. 

SEC. 6. Be it further resolved, That the vote taken on the 
ratification or rejection of the instrument made by such a 
Convention shall be duly registered, and shall be governed 
by the rules laid down in the first of these resolutions as to the 
election of members of the House of Representatives of the 
General Assembly of this State. 
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SEC. 7. Be it further resolved, That in the event said Con¬ 
vention shall be holden, and a Constitution be prepared by the 
same, the Governor shall cause ten thousand copies thereof to 
be published so soon after the rising of the Convention as may 
be, and distributed among the several counties in proportion 
to their respective population, that the voters of the State may 
act advisedly when they come to ratify or reject said Constitution. 

SEC. 8. Be it further resolved, That the Delegates to said 
Convention and the officers thereof shall each be entitled to 
receive the same pay that is now allowed the members and officers 
of the Legislature, and the same mileage for traveling to and 
from Montgomery shall be allowed the delegates to said Con¬ 
vention that is now allowed members of the Legislature.
